Washington, March 16.—QuesUons 
affecting the railroad situation occupied 
more or less of the attention of Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt to-day. During the 
morning there were Informal talks with 
some of his callers on the subject A 
dispatch came from President Melien, 
of the New York. New Haven and 
Hartford railroad, asking when It 
would be convenient for the President 
to see him, and In the afternoon there 
was a visit from Gov. Deneen and At¬ 
torney General Stead, of Illinois. 

A semi-official denial was made that 
the Governor and tho Attorney Gen¬ 
eral talked either finance or railroads. 
From statements, however, which have 
come from authoritative quarters pre¬ 
ceding the Governor's visit, the Infer¬ 
ence is drawn that there was some ref¬ 
erence during the talk with the Pres¬ 
ident to the Chicago and Alton deal, 
which figured prominently In the re¬ 
cent Harriman investigation by the In¬ 
terstate Commerce Commission. The 
President is known to be availing him¬ 
self of every opportunity to become ac¬ 
quainted generally with the railroad 
situation and specifically as it exists 
In, certain directions, and the impres¬ 
sion Is general that this question was 
touched on to some extent at least In 
the conference with Gov. Deneen. The 
latter would make no statement on the 
subjecL

A rumor gained currency during the 
morning that the President intended to 
issue & statement defining In positive 
language his attitude on the relations 
of the Government to the railroads. An 
impression to this effect apparently got 
abroad from the ftivt that the president 
had read to some pf his callers extracts 
from speeches he had made and letters 
he had written bearing on some feat¬ 
ures of the railroad question. All re¬ 
ports of this character, however, proved 
to be groundless and later It was as¬ 
certained on the best authority that 
the President vvould not Issue such a 
statement to-day jjor did he have any 
such idea In contemplation. 

One of the President's early callers 
to-day was James Speyer, of New 
York, the head of the Ann of Speyer & 
Co. To many hls call looked signifi¬ 
cant, as it closely followed on that of 
Wednesday. It was impossible to as¬ 
certain either from the White House 
or from Speyer the purpose of the lat¬ 
ter's visit.

Discuss Certain Questions. 


Gov. Deneen and Attorney General 
Stead were with the President for fully 
an hour. The Governor was at the 
White House at the President’s request 
to discuss "certain questions," the na¬ 
ture of which he declined to disclose. 
After the conference the Governor left 
on an afternoon train for Chicago. 
Neither the Governor nor Mr. Stead 
would make any statement regarding 
their Interview with the President, the 
Governor only admitting that nothing 
had been agroed upon that would re¬ 
quire Immediate action. Gov. Deneen 
gave tli© newspaper men who saw T him 
to understand that he expected the 
President to make a statement about 
the Interview’, but nothing in that form 
was given out at the White House. It 
was explained there that the arrange¬ 
ments with the Governor for hls visit 
to Washington had been made before 

the recent flurry in Wall street.

To See Melien Tuesday. 


Tuesday next the President is lo have 
a conference with President Melien, of 
the New York, New’ Haven and Hart¬ 
ford railroad.

Melien Is one of the railroad presidents 
whom J. P. Morgan aske^ Mr. Roose¬ 
velt to confer with as to "what steps 
might be! taken to allay the public 
anxiety as to the relations between the 
railroads and the Government” As 
far as ascertained at the White House. 
Mr. Melien Is the only one of the presi¬ 
dents who has asked for an interview.

fuge, one platinum crucible, a glass 
plate, a cake of carnauba wtix, a point¬ 
ed piece of ivory and a sheet of pure 
rubber. 

With these articles, most of wlhloh 
are to be found behind any bar. and 
w’lth the aid of the department's in¬ 
structions. any barkeeper may spend an 
idle moment in determing whether the 
beeT sold in the place Is as good as 
It should be.

TRAGEDY DISCLOSED 




BY RECEDING OF MUDDY FLOOD 
AT PITTSBURG. 


Wife of Kentuckian Killed In Duel 
With Knives Found a 
Suicide. 


Pittsburg, Pa., March 16.—[Special.] 
—^When tho flood w’hlch held Allegheny 
in Its embrace for several days re¬ 
ceded today, the body of Mrs. Clara 
Carr, aged thirty-five, wife of Frank 
Carr, who was killed by "Pegleg"

lay a pet spaniel, aJmost dead from 
starvation. 

After the murder of Carr, whose 
home is In Fulton, Ky., hls wife be¬ 
came very melancholy. She refused to 
leave her home on Wednesday even¬ 
ing, when the water had reached half 
way to tho second floor. Since that, 
time no person was near thB house un¬ 
til to-day when she was found. Tho 
woman had strangled herself to death 
with strips from the bedding.

Indianapolis, Ind., March 16.—rSpe- 
dal.]—Gov. Hanly made a cloen-up of 
legislative bills to-day. signing the 
general appropriation bill and the bill 
which allows druggists to sell liquor 
In quart quantities on a physician's 
prescription or on the sworn, statement 
of the purchaser that it is to be used 
for medicinal purposes. 

The Governor was bitterly opposed to 
the appropriation of $25,000 to the 
Jamestown Exposition in the General 
■Appropriation Bill, and it la generally 
beleived that some method has been 
reached by which the appropriation will 
be non-effective. Auditor of State Blll- 
helmer says that such an appropriation 
of money is clearly lyyegal and that he 
would not Issue a warrant on the treas¬ 
ury for the amount, but the State ap¬ 
propriated money for the World's Fair 
at Chicago, and for other similar ex¬ 
positions, and n<o question wns ever 
raised of the right of the Legislature to 
do so. 

The Governor vetoed three bills be¬ 
fore completing the work of the day. 
One AV&d ! lift Retaliatory and Reciprocal 
Life Insurance Bill, a measure that was 
designed to hand out to the insurance 
compares of other States the same 
treatment that they should give to In¬ 
diana companies. Under the bill In¬ 
diana could have excluded any com¬ 
pany from doing business in this State. 
If for any reason it excluded an Indiana 
company. The bill providing for an 
increase of the salaries of Common 
Oouncllmen In thds city from $200 to 
$900 was also vetoed, and the bill giv¬ 
ing Sheriffs In and out fees—that Is— 
enabling them to charge the county for 
admitting and discharging prisoners, 
also fell under the gubernatorial ox.

N. J., March 16.—By the 
burning of Helicon Hall, the home of 
the Upton Sinclair Co-operative colony, 
to-day, one man, Loeter Briggs, a car¬ 
penter, of Providence. R. I., was killed 
and eight of the colonists were injured 
in jumping from windows. Mrs. Grac*? 
McGowan Cooke, a well-known writer 
of short stories. Is believed to have 
suffered fatal injuries and her sister, 
Miss Alice McGowan, also a writer, and 
Miss Leonie Fechfenbrrg are badly in¬ 
jured. 

The financial loss U estimated at $25.- 
000. Fifty-five members of the colony, 
and workers employed by them, occu¬ 
pied the building, which was a three- 
story structure, located on a hilltop and 
formerly used afc.*i school for boys. 

An explosion of gas which occurred 
on the matn floor started the fire about 
dawn to-day. As there were no fire es¬ 
capes, and exit by the stairways wa*? 
cut off by fire, the colonists, including 
men, women and children, jumped from 
the windows. Tho men. who were the 
first to go. attempted to catch the 
women and children In blankets used 
os fire nets, but Mrs. Cooke.

Seeking Higher Levels. 

The high water has already caused 
much damage along the river betweer. 
First and Twelfth streets and residents 
on Third and Fourth avenues half way 
between the river front and Main 
street, have moved to the second floors 
of their buildings and all business on 
those streets Is practically suspended. 
The Kentucky and Indiana Bridge 
Company has been forced to abandon 
Its passenger entrance at Seventh 
street and Is now using the union de¬ 
pot entrances and further up and down 
the river the water is fast creeping Into 
the business houses located along the 
river edge. 

The engine and boiler room of the 
Grainger Iron Works, at the foot of 
Tenth street. Is under water and busi¬ 
ness will likely be suspended there un¬ 
til the middle of the week. The Gov¬ 
ernment station, occupied by Capt. J. 
W. Pell at the foot of Ninth street. Is 
almost Inundated and should the pres¬ 
ent rise continue through to-day and 
to-night the house will be completely 
under water. Capt. Pell abandoned his 
office Friday morning and tok tempor¬ 
ary quarters In the office of the Mon- 
ongahela Coal and Coke Company at 
the foot of Second street, and a private 
Government detective remained on duty 
at Capt. Pell's oflloe until lost night 
when he waa forced to vacate.

“Pointers” Moving Out.

yesterday everybody was busy remov¬ 
ing their household effects and them¬ 
selves to higher and dryer quarters. 
From early in the morning, when they 
were sent an official flood warning, 
and Chief Tyson detailed a aquad of 
firemen to this part of the city to in¬ 
duce the people to move, until late In 
the afternoon, the “Point" was a scene 
of gTeat activity. Vans carried away 
furniture for some of the residents, 
small express wagons served the pur¬ 
pose for others, and those w r ho were too 
poor to hire either vans or express 
wagons and were too Impatient to get 
away from the danger to wait until 
the firemen could assLst them, moved 
their few articles In wheel-barrow's 
and baby-buggles. 

• • * 

Some Feet From Cut-Off. 


And ail the time the ruin Is creep¬ 
ing steadily upward. The river has 
saveral feet to climb before It flows 
over the “cut-off," but at the present 
rate of rise It probably will begin to 
flow over this mound by to-morrow. 
After It once reaches the top of the 
road and begins to creep over, the 
water with a big rush, will pour Into 
the valley on the west side of the 
"cut-off,*' sweeping on Its way many 
residences that have Just been placed 
In a state of repair since the flood 
two months ago. Many of the house* 
have not been reoccupied sln^e the 
last flood, but there are others that 
have and In case the occupants do not 
carry themselves and their household 
articles away In quick time much loss 
will probably result from the pros¬ 
pective deluge. 

There are a few' residents who dis¬ 
play the characteristic "Point" grit and 
propose to stick It out with the waters 
till the last. Yesterday afternoon an 
old rlverman. living on Fulton street, 
was driving pegs Into the ground be¬ 
side a new fence and was attaching 
wire from the peg to the posts of the 
ftnee. When he was asked his purpose 
In doing this he replied: 

• • • 

Anchoring New Fence. 

“I Just built this fence and I do not 


propose to let the flood carry It away 
like It did the last time. I’m not going 
to move until the water floods my 
house, and even then I will do some 
tall thinking as to whether or not I 
shall occupy the roof of my house. My 
house has Just been painted, all dam¬ 
age done by the flood In January has 
been repaired and I have even bought 
new furniture. I feel rather comfort¬ 
able here and I mean to stay." 

Tow head Island is Inundated and 
only the tops of trees Indicate that 
there Is an Island opposite the “Point." 
The rise of the river has taken on an 
alarming appearance. The Louisville 
Point Lumber Company and the Louis¬ 
ville Veneer Company already are 
partly submerged and much loss will be 
experienced at these places, although 
everything has been done to save the 
lumber and the machinery. The flood 
in January caused a loss at these 
places that ran Into thousands of dol¬ 
lars.

Taking View of RiveT. 


One Hundred Families Take Refuge 
. At Higher Points. 

A hundred families moved from their 
I homes along the river front in Shlp- 
pingport and Portland yesterday. Most 
of them had only recently returned to 
their own homes after leaving them at 
the time of the January flood. Yester¬ 
day they again deserted their homes 
for higher ground after warning given 
j them by the city that the Ohio river is 
again on a rampage and that a forty- 
foot stage is expected here by Monday 
night. Home few' people had moved Fri¬ 
day and already many houses are com* 

, pletely surrounded by water. 

Yesterday the rise of the river was 
, very noticeable In both Shlppingport 
and Portland. During the day the water 
j reached Marine street in Shlppingport 
and Missouri avenue down in Portland, 
j All houses between those streets and 
i the river have already been deserted 
and during yestc*rday many houses as 
yet far out of danger of the flood were 
deserted, their ocupants taking advan¬ 
tage of their experience during the 
flood of a few' weeks ago.

sertion that the health of the president 
might be impaired by such multitudi¬ 
nous duties that he was allowed finally 
to give up the task. 

Col. Johnston will continue to serve 
as a member of the commission, and 
will take an active interest in the effort 
to have Kentucky properly represented 
at the Tercentennial which will open 
on April 26 at Norfolk. To him, prob¬ 
ably more than to any other one man 
to the State, is due the credit for bring¬ 
ing about Kentucky's proposed partici¬ 
pation in the exposition. He has la¬ 
bored earnestly and partriotlcally In 
this enterprise. When the General 
Assembly of Kentucky failed to appro¬ 
priate a fund whereby the State might 
participate in the exposition, CoL John¬ 
ston was the pioneer to the movement 
to have a State building and an exhibit 
of Kentucky's products and resource* 
at the World's Fair. 

On the appointment of the Kentucky 
Jamestown Exposition Commission by 
the Fifth State Development Conven¬ 
tion, held in Winchester, he was elect¬ 
or! president of the board. He was the 
originator of the idea to reproduce at 
Jamestown as Kentucky's building the 
fort erected by Daniel Boone In 1775. 
There is probably no better authority 
on Kentucky history than CoL John¬ 
ston and he Is known and love! from 
one end of the State to the other.

Public-Spirited Citizen. 


Mr. Atkinson was elected vice presl 
dent of the commission at the time of 
its organisation. He has also served 
the commission as director of finance 
and has been largely Instrumental In 
the collection of the fund so far put 
at the disposal of this enterprise. Mr. 
Atkinson Is president of one of the 
largest industrial concerns In the State 
and Is widely known as one of Ken¬ 
tucky's m«Jst enterprising and public- 
spirited citizens. He is deeply Inter¬ 
ested In SJl subjects which have for 
their end tho general development of 
the State. 

Following the election of Mr. Atkin¬ 
son as president by unanimous vote, 
the board also unanimously elected 
Charles E. Hoge, of Frankfort, as vice 
president of the commission.

Lebanon, Ky., March 16. —[Special,]— 
One of the most destructive fires that 
has visited this city In many years 
occurred last night.

Complying with peUtlofis sent by nu¬ 
merous commercial orgarvixtuloos of the 
Mississippi valley. President Roosevelt 
has decided to appoint an Inland Wa¬ 
terways Commission, whose duty it wilj 
bo to prepare a comprehensive plan for* 
tho Improvement and oortn! of tho 
river systems of tho United Buies. 
Eight public men have beon asxed to 
serve on the commission aud Repre¬ 
sentative Theodore E. Burton, of Ohio, 
chairman of the Rivers and Harbors 
OommlUee In the last Congr-t*.*, is to be 
chairman. 

In & letter which he has addressed to 
each of these persons, the President 
sens out that he la influence-! in cre¬ 
ating the commission by considerations 
of national policy; that the railroads 
are no longer able ti move crops and 
manufactures rapidly enough to secure 
the prompt transaction cf business and 
that there appears but ono complete 
remedy—the development of a comple¬ 
mentary system of transportation by 
water. The President's letter in full Is 
as follows; 

The White House, Washington. March 
14, 1907—My dear si r: Numerous com¬ 
mercial organisations of the Mississippi 
valley have presented petitions asking that 
I appoint a commission to prepare anil 
present a comprehensive plan for the Im¬ 
provement and control of the river sys¬ 
tems of »he United States. I have decid¬ 
ed fco comply with theae requests by ap¬ 
pointing an Inland waterways commission, 
and I have asked the following gentlemen 
to act upon It. I shall be much gratified 
if you will consent to serve: Hon. Theo¬ 
dore E. Burton, chairman; Senator Fran¬ 
cis G. Newlands. Senator Wm. Warner, 
Hon. John H. Bankhead. Oen. Alexander 
MacKenxie, Dr. W. J. McGee. Mr. F H. 
Newell, Mr. Gifford Plnchot. Hon. Herbert 
Knox Smith. 

In creating this commission I ara In¬ 
fluenced by broad considerations of na¬ 
tional policy. Tho oontrol of our navi¬ 
gable waterways lies with tho Federal 
Government, and carries with it corre¬ 
sponding responsibilities and obligations. 
The energy of our people has hitherto 
been largely directed toward Industrial de¬ 
velopment connected with field and forest 
and with ooal and Iron, and some of these 
sources of material and power are already 
largely depleted; while our Inland water¬ 
ways as a whole have thus far received 
scant attention. It Is becoming clear that 
our streams should be considered and con¬ 
served as gmvt natural resources. Works 
designed to control our waterways have 
thus far usually been undertaken for a 
single purpose, such ns the Improvement 
of navigation, the development of power, 
the irrigation of arid lands, the protection 
of lowlanw* from floods or to supply water 
for domestic and manufacturing purposes. 
While the right of the. poopte to these 
and similar uses of water must be re¬ 
spected. the time has come for merging 
local projects and uses of the Inland wa¬ 
ters In a comprehensive plan designed for 
the benefit of the entire country. Such a 
plan should consider and tnclude all the 
use to which streams may be put. and 
should bring together and co-ordinate the 
!K>lntx of view of all users of water. The 
task involved In the full and orderly de¬ 
velopment ami control of the river systems 
of the United States Is a great one. yet It 
is certainly not too great for us to ap¬ 
proach. The results which It seems to 
promise are even greater. 

• • • 

Railroads Important, 


It Is common knowledge that the rail¬ 
roads of the United States are no longer 
able to move crops and manufactures rap¬ 
idly enough to secure the prompt trans¬ 
action of the buslne** of the nation, and 
th»rt* Is small prospect of Immediate re¬ 
lief. Representtlvo railroad men point 
out that the products of the Northern In¬ 
terior States have doubled In ten years, 
while the railroad facilities have Increased 
but one-eighth, and there is reason to 
doubt whether any development of the 
railroads possible In the near future will 
suffice to keep transportation abreast of 
production. There appears to be but one 
complete remedy—the development of o 
complementary system of transportation 
bv water. The present congestion affects 
chiefly the people of thv Mississippi valley, 
and tbw demand relief. When the con¬ 
gestion of which they complain Is relieved, 
the whole nation will share the g*od re¬ 
sults. 

White rh*^* tur« natural rosoutcet of 


the first rank, they are also liable to be¬ 
come destructive agenaiue, endangering 
lift* and property; and some of otlr most 
notable engineering enterprises have grown 
out of efforts to oomrtrol tlhem. It was 
computed by Gens. Humphreys and Ab¬ 
bott, half a century ago, that the Missis¬ 
sippi alone sweeps into Its lower reaches 
and the gulf 4U),000,000 tons of floating 
sediment each year (about twice the 
amount of material to be excavated In 
opening the Panama canal), besides an 
enormous but unmeasured amount of 
earth-salts and soil matter carried In so¬ 
lution. This vast load not only causes fts 
channels to clog and flood the lowtamls 
of tlie lower river, but renders the flow 
capricious and difficult to control. Furth¬ 
ermore, the greater part of the sediment 
fund soil matter is composed of the most 
fertile material of the fields and pastures 
drained by tho smaller and larger tributa¬ 
ries. Any plan for utilising our Inland 
waterways should consider floods and 
their control by forests and other means; 
the protection of bottom hauls from In¬ 
jury by* overflows, and uplands from loss 
by eaU-wBJrtu the physics of sediment- 
charged waiters and the physical err other 
ways of purifying them; the construction 
of dams and locks, not only to facilitate 
navigation, but to control the character 
and movement of the waters; and should 
look to the full use and control of our 
running waters and the complete artifi¬ 
cial Ixatlun of our waterways tor the bene¬ 
fit of our people as a whole, 

It Is not possSblo properly to frame so 
large a plan as this for the control of our 
rivers without taking account of the or¬ 
derly development of other natural re¬ 
sources. Therefore, I ask that the Inland 
Waterways Commission slwUl consider the 
relations of the Ktreams to the use of all 
the great permanent natural resources 
and their conservation for the making 
and maintenance of prosperous liomee.

Any plan for utilising our Inland water¬ 
ways. to be feasible, should recognise the 
mrims for executing it already In exist- 
eswe, bn-th In the Federal Departments of 
War, 1 interior. Agriculture and Commerce 
end Labor, and tn the Slates and In their 
subdivisions; and It must not Involve un¬ 
duly btrrdensome expenditures from the 
XaxiomU Treasury. The coat will neces¬ 
sarily be large In proportion to the mag¬ 
nitude of the benefits to be inferred, but 
k will be small In comparison with the 
117.000.000.000 of capital now Invested In 
steam railways in the United St atee— an 
amount Chat would have seemed enormous 
and Incredible half a century ago. Yet 
the Investment has been a constant source 
of profit to the people osul without our 
industrial progress would have been Im¬ 
possible. 

The question* which will come before 
the Inland Waterways CommUdson must 
necessarily relate to every part of the 
United States and affect every interest 
wkthln its borders. Its plans should be 
considered in Che light of the widest 
knowledge of the country and its people, 
and from the most diverse point* of vtew. 
Accordingly when Its work Is sufficiently 
advanced. I shall add to th e co mmission 
certain cownultlmr members with whom I 
Shall nsk that it* recommendation sliall be 
fully' discussed before tliey are submitted 
to me* The reports of the commission 
should include both a general statement 
of the pn>bJem and recommendations ns 
to the manner oral means of attacking It

A meeting of the dairymen who aell 
milk Ln Lexington was held at the 
courthouse Do-day to take action on 
the recent order of the Lexington Board 
of Health requiring veterinary certifi¬ 
cates of soundness for every cow from 
which milk Is sold. W. B. Hawkins 
presided. Dr. J. C. Carnick, president 
of the Board of Health, delivered an 
address in which he stated that J. B. 
Hag gin, the millionaire owner of Hlm- 
endorf stock farm, would soon enter 
the local.milk market by establishing & 
vast, up-to-date dairy, in which every 
requirement of the law would be an¬ 
ticipated, mnd that it would be neces¬ 
sary for every dairyman to meet the 
new competitor by improving to the ut¬ 
most his own plant and methods. W. B. 
Hawkins said that he believed most of 
the dairymen were in favor of the new 
law. but that if it was enforced strictly 
It would certainly result In an Increase 
In the price of milk, which would work 
a hardship on the citizens of the city. 
Dr. N. R. Simmons. City Health Officer, 
said that if he had strictly enforced 
the ordinance It would have put every 
milk seller in the city out of business, 
but that her did not desire to injure the 
dairymen by hasty action, though the 
health of the city must be protected. 
At the conclusion of these speeches It 
was decided to adjourn the meeting 
till next Saturday, at which time the 
dairymen will form an organization and 
take steps to co-openate with the Board 
of HeaJtit in enforcing the ordinance.

Dashing Lieutenant Elevated 
To Rank of Captain. 


Advances For Sergt. Doran 
and Corp. Whitman. 


Jerry Camozzi Gets Corpo¬ 
ral's Stripes Again. 


TWO PATROLMEN EXONERATED 


LIcuL James Kinnarney is now 
Captain, having been appointed yes¬ 
terday by the Board of Public Safety 
to succeed Capt. Tom Riley, dis¬ 
charged. SergL John Doran was ap¬ 
pointed Lieutenant to succeed KJn- 
narney. and Corp. Louis Whitman, who 
was seriously Injured during an en¬ 
counter with a crowd of strike sym¬ 
pathizers. was appointed Sergeant to 
succeed Doran. Patrolman Jerry Ca¬ 
mozzi, who, then a Corporal, was dis¬ 
missed from the force some months ago 
and reinstated after it was found that 
the charges preferred against him by 
a woman were groundless, was ap¬ 
pointed Corporal to succeed Corp. 
Whitman, 

Capt. Ktnnarney will be assigned to 
duty at the Seventh police district, and 
Capt. Sam Owens, in charge there, is 
to be transferred to the First district 
police. 

The promotion of Capt. Kinnarney 
was a popular one, he having displayed 
great courage and determination during 
the strike. He Is considered one of the 
most fearless men on the force, and has 
never been known to fall In the per¬ 
formance of his duty. 

The appointment of patrolmen to 
take the places of the men dismissed 
from the police force will not’be made 
for several days. Mayor Barth Is 
anxious to get the best men possible 

to fill the existing vacancies.

Two Patrolmen Cleared. 


Patrolmen Dan Sullivan and J. J. 
Barrett were proved Innocent of the 
charge* preferred against them at the 
hearing before the Bbard of Public 
Safety yesterday. T(he patrolmen were 
charged with having failed to disperse 
a mob that attached on East Broad¬ 
way car. Tt developed at the hearing 
yoaterday that the men were victims 
of a conspiracy Intended to cause 
their undoing, because they had re¬ 
fused to Join Capt. Tom Riley 
and the nine meYi who went with him 
in rebelling against the orders of Col. 
Sebastian Gunther. 

According to the testimony of Col. 
Gunther at l-ho hearing yesterday, 
strike sympathizers overheard the con¬ 
versation between himself and Capt. 
RUey when the latter refused to obey 
orders, and having boon Informed that 
Patrolmen Sullivan and Barrett were 
the only men who remained true to 
thetr oaths in the face of their 
Captain's defection they arranged to 
ambush the oar to which they knew the 
two patrolmen were assigned. 

• • • 

Endured Vicious Attack. 


The attack was a most vicious one, 
and despite the number of missiles 
hurled through windows the men stuck 
to their po»t. They had previously 
been Instructed by the chairman of 
the Board of Public Safety not to fire 
Into the crowd If attacked, and conse¬ 
quently when several of the passengers 
aboard the car requested them to use 
their revolvers they refused. They 
knew It was useless for them to leave 
the car and attempt to disperse, with 
only their night sticks as weapons, the 
mob that surrounded them, and despite 
great danger to themselves, remain¬ 
ed aboard the car to which 
they had been assigned. They were 
charged with cowardice and suspended 
by the Board of Public Safety at 10 
o’clock that morning, but in the face of 
this suspension remained aboard the 
car and defended their position until 
It entered the born at 7 o’clock that 
night.

These Alone Were Steadfast, 


James B. Smith, chairman of the 
Board nf Public Safety, explained at 
the hearing yesterday thnt Patrolmen 
Barrett and Sullivan were the only 
men directly under CapL Riley who re¬ 
fused to follow his lead In refusing to 
obey orders. When M-aJ. Patrick Ridge 
and Mr. Smith arrived at the car bant 
after Capt. Riley had left It, Bnrrett 
and Sullivan were the only two pa¬ 
trolmen who stepped forward and ex¬ 
pressed a willingness to do what they 
were ordered to do. Both men said 
they were willing to take the car out 
alone if they were so ordered, and they 
did so.

don tihelr homes this morning, provid¬ 
ing the waiter kept rising, ns expected. 
Yesterday afternoon the waiter had 
covered a part of the railroad tracks 
in the Pennsylvania yards, and sev¬ 
eral Mocks along Water rftre-e* were 
submerged. The advices from the riv¬ 
ers above led experienced New Albany 
river men to behove there would be 
at least four feet more of water.

A temporary flood gate has been 
placed In the culvert of the Pennsyl¬ 
vania fill near Silver street, which will 
protect th© property in that section of 
the city.

During the flood sixty days ago a 
young man named Jones was despe¬ 
rately ill at Ms home in the West Al¬ 
bany suburb of New Albany, ond hod 
to be hauled to the high land, where he 
died tho following day. The next day 
the waiter was several feet deep In the 
house from which ho had been taken. 
During Ute same flood an old soldier, 
John W r . McCartney, w r aa hauled 
through th© water from his house In 
the low-lying districts of New Albany 
to the high land, having been seUed 
with paralysis, end he died a few 
hours loten 

The present flood Is not without a 
pathetic Incident of the same charac¬ 
ter. 

Early yesterday morning Mrs. Eliza 
Phillips, widow of H. E. Phillips, died 
at the home of her daughter on Ferry 
street, in th* West Albany suburb, 
aged seventy years, within a few doors 
of the house in which young Jones 
lived. Yesterday afternoon the water 
was rising so rapidly that her body 
was placed In an ambulance and taken 
t» the home of another daughter, Mrs. 
Beard, on W'est Eighth street, fears be¬ 
ing entertained that the flood would 
enter the house before this morning. 
To reach the high lands the ambulance 
had to be driven through the water 
axle deep. 

Era, Anna L. Walker Dead. 

Mrs. Anna L. WaJker, a native of 
New Albany, and a realdent there for 
many years, died early yesterday morn¬ 
ing at the home of her son. In Indian¬ 
apolis, of hemorrhage of the brain. She 
was fifty years old and was a daugh¬ 
ter of th© late Charles Shipman, a 
member of the foundry firm of Lent, 
South A Shipman, which was a power 
In New Albany in the prosperous 
steamboating era before the Civil War. 
Her body will be brought at noon to*- 
day to th© home of her sister, Mrs. A.

Capt. John M. Anderson, a veteran 
of the Civil War and captain of the 
Seventh Illinois Infantry’, died of pneu¬ 
monia at 5 o’clock yesterday morning 
at hla home. 2630 West Jeff ©neon, after 
an Illness of one week. Capt. Anderson 
was sixty-seven years of age. 

Capt. Anderson was bom in Ohio and 
later moved to Illinois.

TO BE GIVEN WORK 


STREET RAILWAY COMPANY 
LETS DOWN BARS ALTOGETHER. 


MISUNDERSTANDING OF ORDERS 
STARTED STORM TO BREWING. 


MAYOR INTERVENES FOR MEN. 


Every' man who was employed by the 
Louisville Railway Company at the 
time the strike was called, no matter 
whether he was arrested. Is to be taken 
back into the employ of the company. 
Announcement to this effect was made 
yesterday afternoon by T. J. M Inary, 
president of the company. He ex¬ 
plained that a misunderstanding of J. 
T. Funk's orders by those In charge of 
the different barns was responsible for 
several of the men who had been ar¬ 
rested having been turned away yes¬ 
terday morning. 

Mr. Funk later placed himself in 
communication with the barn bosses 
and instructed them to allow all the 
former employes to return to work. 
This was not done, however, until a 
committee of street car men, headed by 
W. L. Jacobs, called at the Mayor's 
office at the City Hall and Informed 
him that the terms of the agreement on 
which the strikers had agreed to re¬ 
turn to work were being violated. 

Mayor Barth was considerably 
wrought up over the Information given 
him by the members of the committee. 
They reported that street car men, who 
had been arrested during the trouble, 
but whose cases had been dismissed 
after a hearing In the Police Court, 
were refused employi mt when they 
appeared at their re-p»- *ive bams yes¬ 
terday. The Mayor immediately placed 
himself in communication with George 
Gaulbert, one of the dire 1 tor* of the 
railway company, and told him thkt if 
he had been informed correctly the 
company was making a grlvvous mis¬ 
take and that the employes were being 
dealt with unfairly. 

He rild that he had protested against 
the I* « rtlon r a clause In the agree- 
meht between the stlkers and railway 
company whl* i. provided that none of 
t men wh- ajrested should be , 

given their old i .ces back, and that at 
the tlm** he h/i contended that such a 
clause would iuse trouble. The clause j 
had been stricken from the agreement, 
he said, and he further stated that if 
the company was refusing to take back 
the men who had been dismissed of the 
Charge against them in Police Court. j 
It was acting in bad faith. 

Before the Mayor hung up the tele- 
phone receiver Mr. Gaulbert assured 
him that he would inquire Into the 
matter and that If he found conditions 
to be as stated he would do his best to | 
remedy them. When the Mayor turned 
to the spokesman of the committee 
that waited upon him and told him 
what Mr. GaulbtfrnJiad said, the mem¬ 
bers of the committee applauded the 
Mayor for his action in coming to their 
rescue, and before leaving the office 
gave three cheers for Mayor Barth. 

After leaving the City Hall the com¬ 
mittee waited upon J. T. Funk, super¬ 
intendent of the Louisville Railway 
Company, and he received It courte¬ 
ously. He assured the members of the 
committee that the failure to take back 
the men against whom charges had 
been preferred, but later dismissed, was 
due to a misunderstanding that would 
be remedied.

Kelsey; second, 
the passage of the bill for the control 
of poibllc Utilities, drawn by Mr. Hughes 
himself. an-C third, the measure of 
Commissioner Bingham, giving him 
authority to red ».*«*» police inspectors in 
rank where they fcs.U in the perform¬ 
ance of their duties. 

The battle over all thr®* must take 
place In the upper house. It U there 
that some of the leaders, who are Nom¬ 
inally elected as the representatives i*? 
the people In their districts, really rep¬ 
resent the large service corporations. 
Such chargee* have been made repeated¬ 
ly and not denied. There Is no question 
of partisanship at all in the State Sen¬ 
ate. The time has arrived when in- 
stood of a line-up. with the Repub¬ 
licans on one side and the Democrats 
on the other, the division is between the 
Senators representing special Interests 
and those who come to Albany to serve 
the people. 

The question is how long the voters 
will stand for such a state of affairs. 
Gov. Hughes understands the situation 
thoroughly. He knows that he cannot 
count upon the Senate to act favorably 
on his measures without some outside 
pressure. As a result the Governor In 
hts own way is taking the publtc Into 
his confidence. He is creating a pow¬ 
erful sentiment favorable to his ideas. 
Some of the State Senators aro aware 
of its force, and this Is counted upon 
to cause them to favor the reform 
measures. There is no doubt that if 
they succeed In blocking the efforts of 
the Governor their conduct will be an 
Issue of the campaign of 1908, one that 
will bring about their retirement from 
office !$ was such pressure which 
forced the Upper House to pose the 
Franchise Tax Bill, and that It may 
succeed again is believed by many.

New York is threatened with a co¬ 
operative apartment house. The | 
scheme has been tried in Copenhagen | 
and Stockholm and Is said to have met 
with some success. Prof. Otto Flcke, 
who seeks to Introduce it here, is a 
friend of Jacob A. Rils. The plan is 
to erect a five-story building that will 
accommodate twenty-five families. Ev¬ 
er)' tenant will be a stockholder in th* 
building. The amount of his stock will 
be equivalent to what the rent of his 
flat would be. There is to be a kitchen I 
owned by the company in which all the 
cooking is to be dona The meals are 
to be sent by dumb waiters to the va¬ 
rious apartments.

Arrangements have been made with a 
leading Arm of Now York publishers for 
the publication of a limited edition de 
luxe pf this little book. All of the printed 
copies will be autographed by Miss Fealy 
and distributed by her to personal friends 
In and out of the dramatic profession, and 
to all of the leading dramatic editors 
throughout the country. The book will 
have no general public circulation. It 
should prove a unique contribution to 
theatrical literature, reflecting, as It will, 
the views of a girl concerning the art and 
personality of the master player of the 
last quarter century. 

The circumstances attending Mlsa 
Feoly’s first meeting with Sir Henry are 
rather Interesting She went to London 
ns leading woman with William Gillette 
when that actor first presented “Sherlock 
Holmes’* in the English metropolis. The

One night while Miss Fealy was resting 
in her dneesing-room, which was Sir 
Henry’s own, there came a knock on the 
door, and. In response to her “Come,” It 
was opened very gently. The kindly face 
of the great actor himself peered through 
the opening. 

“It's only Sir Henry, my dear.” said he. 
“come to see the delightful little fairy 
princess who has honored his stuffy old 
dressing-room with her presence. May I 
come In?” 

Mias Fealy was a little flustered, but 
she bade him enter. He declined the 
proffered chair and squatted tailor-fash¬ 
ion on a gre-et trunk in a corner of the 
room. He chatted most informally with 
her for half an hour, complimenting her 
upon her performance. 

It was two years later, while Miss 
Fealy was playing in Buffalo with Robert 
Hilliard, that she received a telegram 
from Toronto, where Sir JHenry was then 
playing. It read as follows: 

••Will the fairy princess consent to be 
my leading lady? IRVING.”

BOOM IN BUSINESS EXPECTED. 


Real estate men were a unit on the 
fact that the strike of the street car 
employes last week put them practic¬ 
ally out of business.

HA few days of weather like this 
will put the real estate market Into a 
state of activity,” said James Buchan¬ 
an. “that will put everybody in good 
spirits. The Indications are for a 
strong and active market during the 
spring, especially In suburban and resi¬ 
dence property. Inquiries have begun 
to be made, and I look for some ex¬ 
cellent deals In real estate next w f eek.”

Take the real estate transfers for al¬ 
most any month In the year, and It will 
be found that a very considerable ma¬ 
jority of the transfers are w'est of First 
street, and that the amount of money 
Involved Is greater.

MARES DEFENSE TO 
LOUISVILLE’S PUBLIC 


CAPT. TOM RILEY, DEPOSED. IS¬ 
SUES HIS STATEMENT. 


ASSERTS FAIR HEARING WAS 
DENTED HIM BEFORE BOARD. 


“MOST UNJUSTLY TREATED.” 


Oapt. Tom Riley, dismissed from the 
Louisville Police Department on Fri¬ 
day following what the Board of Pub¬ 
lic Safety decided was Insubordination 
and dereliction In duty, has addressed 
the following statement to the citizens 

of Louisville: _ 

• • « 

Fair Hearing Denied Him. 


Pursuant to the written notice received 
by me yesterday I went In company with 
my attorney, James J. Fitzgerald, to the 
Board of Safety, where the latter re¬ 
quested that the hearing of my case be 
continued until Monday In order to en¬ 
able me to properly prepare my case. My 
attorney was Instructed that It was the 
opinion of the board that the case should 
be tried at once and the agitation not pro¬ 
longed and would not consider my unpre¬ 
paredness for a trial. later when the case 
was called I whs Instructed that ! was not 
to he allowed by the board to have tho I 
benefit of counsel and that no cQjtftnuanee ' 
of my case would be granted, and 1 was, 
without all of my witnesses or other prep¬ 


aration. forced Into a trial by this board 
The facts in brief regarding my case are 
these: 

• * • 

Disobeyed No Orders. 


Tho men, whom It Is charged that I did 
not protect, were every one armed. One 
of these strike-breakers was put under 
amst for carrying concealed u deadly 
weapon and his release peremptorily or¬ 
dered by Chief Gunther. 1 called the at¬ 
tention of the chief to the fact that all of 
truse men were armed, and that 1 b«- 
lieved that the lives of our citizens were 
in .;ravc danger as a result of that fact. 
He thereupon ordered me not to search 
them or to In uny way Interfere with 
them. 1 could scarcely understand why 
these lawless men were being protected by 
this official order or should require the 
protection of our department. In view of 
theh being armed and their hostile Inten¬ 
tions and declarations. Several of these 
&trike-bmtiters In the hearing of my men, 
announced their preparedness and will¬ 
ingness to shoot and kill If the occasion 
In their Judgment arose, and these things 
were reported to me. The Chief of Police, 
notwithstanding this Information, con¬ 
veyed by me, was obdurate, and It was 
then that I declined further to protect 
these lawbreakers. 1 have not In the 
slightest degree, directly or Jndiroctlv. 
disobeyed an order from ray sutarior of¬ 
ficer, nor have I ever willingly or at all de¬ 
serted my post. I did leave the post In 
question, hut It was on the express com¬ 
mand of my superior officer. Chief Gun¬ 
ther, and left my men In charge of Cor¬ 
poral Zeisman. a competent officer. I have 
never been guilty In the slightest degree 
of any net that could In any way be con¬ 
strued Into insubordination. I have been 
a member of tho police force for seventeen 
yean, and my conduct as such Is os an 
open book. 

• • • 

Did His Duty As He Saw It. 


lie might have read all the facts. I am 
sure that If this were so. the people would 
I understand that I refused not a lawful or- 
| der. but to countenance the lawlessness of 
I lawhreukers. 1 his was my duty as I saw 
It. even If It Is In the face of official crit¬ 
icism. I cannot conceive why I should not 
1 as readily refuse to recognize an unlaw- 
i ful order as 1 would refuse to do any other 
unlawful thing. In addition to this h;ul 
this unlawful order been executed there 
would, in my judgment, have resulted 
bloodshed and riot undreamed of. I was 
i lorn and reared In the city of Louisville, 
where I have lived all of my life. To my 
i friends, who know me. this statement Is 
unnecessary, but It Is made In order to 
| reach those who might be prejudiced bv 
the Injustice thnt has been done me by 
editorials Inspired not by facts but by 
prejudice. 

BURTON WILL TELL HOW 

HE WAS CONVICTED.

Abilene, Kan.. March 16.—Ex-Senator 
Joseph R. Burton, who is expected to 
return to his home here next week 
from Ironton, Mo., where he is now In 
jail serving a six months' sentence, 
has engaged the local theater for 
March 23. when he will deliver a pub¬ 
lic address. Senator Burton has for 
come time threatened to expose those 
whom he charged with being responsi¬ 
ble for his conviction, and It is said 
tha*t his remarks on next Saturday will 
prove Een-^atlonal. Mr. Burton will be 
released from the Ironton jail on 
March 22. * 


Ambulance chasing as a means of se¬ 
curing the public In its legal rights 
when opposed to corporations Is advo¬ 
cated with a good deal of vehemence 
and at some length In a brief filed by 
Tarvin & Huggins in their suit against 
uhe Louisville Railway to enforce col¬ 
lection of a fee. Much criticism is di¬ 
rected against the system of alleged 
ambulance chasing as pursued by the 
corporations themselves, and Judge 
O'Doherty, before whom tho case Is 
pending, was called upon to give Ju¬ 
dicial sanction to the plaintiffs* senti¬ 
ments. However, according to Judge 
CVDoberty's ruling, he does not enter¬ 
tain the belief that there Is a recog¬ 
nized status In legal eithics or public 
policy for the ambulance chaser as de¬ 
scribed by Tarvin & Huggins, and he 
refused the contenilion. 

The question arose over a damage 
suit which had been brought by Jo¬ 
sephine Goldnamer against the Louis¬ 
ville Railway Company, with Tarvin 
& Huggins as her attorney’s. After the 
suit had been filed it Is alleged that 
the company settled the case direct 
with the plain tiff, and that her counsel 
were thereby deprived of compensation. 
Tarvin & Huggins brought suit for the 
fee, and ordinarily where such a set¬ 
tlement out of court Is proven the at¬ 
torneys for the plaintiff have the right 
to recover their pay from the defend¬ 
ant. In this Instance the Louisville 
Railway Company answered that the 
suit was solicited by Tarvin & Hug¬ 
gins, and on account of this alleged 
violation of public policy, not to say 
breach of legal ethics, the plaintiffs 
hod no right to a fee. Tarvin Sc Hug¬ 
gins demurred to this answer, and their 
brief was written upon questions raised 
by the demurrer. 

At the outset the brief denies that 
'the suit was ever solicited, and then 
takes the position that even in the 
event ft was solicited, public policy 
would not be violated. A defense of 
the ambulance chaser follows; 

• • • 

Ambulance Chaser a Blessing. 


Following Is the brief In part: 

On* of the plaintiffs. Clem \V. Huggins 
Is charged with having solicited the 0 £U»c 
of Josephine Goldnamer vs. the Ix>udsvli:o 
Railway Company, and we desire to say 
lust hero that this is absolutely untrue, 
however, the said Clom W. Huggins Is 
mot averse to soliciting business* In the 
proper way, and should tho occasion ar.se 
and the proper opportunity present Itself, 
Is frank enough and candid enough to say 
that he would not hesitate to do so. We 
are of the opinion that the "ambulance 
chaser,” so called. Is not only not alto¬ 
gether an unmitigated evil, but a positive 
blessing to the community. We believe he 
serves In some slight degree to offset the 
effects of the "ambulance choser*" reg¬ 
ularly employed by the corporations. The 
difference in favor of the “ambulance 
cha»er“ who procures business for per¬ 
sons who represent the great mass of 
people oa ngainst “ambukince chasers** 
employed by the corporations Is that the 
former advise poor, defenseless people 
when they have been wronged and have 
a cause of action and assist them In pro¬ 
curing their rights, when in many oases, 
through Ignorance, they would be im¬ 
posed upon by the “ambulance ehaMers” 
of the corporation*. These are always on

In the land with their watchful aye vigi¬ 
lantly protecting the Interests of the un- 
many against the organized 
few. By what aamo reason in law or In 
morals can it be figured that It Is more 
legitimate for the Louisville Rahway 
Company, with all of Its power, to keep 
an organised force of “ambulance chas¬ 
ers” fat, sleek and well paid, who not 
with unseemly and at times indecent and 
disgusting haste in sottllng up for a mere 
song a claim of some poor, defen.eehss 
creature who has boon Inhumanly injured, 
than it la for some man acting on his 
own individual responsibility In a proper 
way and at a proper time to point out to 
the Injured one trie fact that they have 
a remedy at law.

Judge Miller’s Little Joke. 

Judge Shackelford Miller played a 
practical Joke yesterday on the lawyers 
in joint session which caused them to 
catch their breath hard for several 
minutes.

Jacques against the city was not one 
of the contest cases, but merely the 
suit of C. N. Jacques to prevent pay¬ 
ment of $240.00 by the city to Theo¬ 
dore Powell & Co. for stationary al¬ 
leged to have been wrongfully pur¬ 
chased, The decision was written by 
Special Judge Lincoln, by agreement be¬ 
tween counsel, because Judge Miller has 
been too busy with the contest cases to 
give the matter his attention. Jacques, 
who sued as a citizen, contended that 
the city had no right to pay the bill 
because Powell & Co. was only a make- 
believe concern operated In the Inter¬ 
est of the Bradley Sc Gilbert Com¬ 
pany. The Bradley & Gilbert Com¬ 
pany, It was charged, could not trans¬ 
act business with the city because 
George B. Coder, a member of the Gen¬ 
eral Council, la connected with that 
firm. Judge Lincoln sustained this 
view.

Rights of Theater-Goers. 

A Mobile man sued to recover $1,800 
from the Century Theater upon the 
ground that he was ejected from the 
building after having paid for a m at. 
The contention of the plaintiff was 
that he had leased the seat for the 
performance and had a right to do as 
he pleased. The attorney for the the¬ 
ater contended that the theater ticket 
was a revocable license, and that the 
man was emitted to recover nothing 
more than thq price of the ticket when 
he was ejected because he disturbed 
the audience by whistling. The court 
of course instructed tho jury to de¬ 
cide for the defendant. 

The question of what sort of a con¬ 
tract a theater makes by selling a 
ticket hardly enters Into a discussion 
as to whether the theater may eject a 
disorderly patron. Under no sort of 
Contract can an Individual acquire the 
right to conduct himself in a disor¬ 
derly manner In any public place, be 
It street or theater. Anyone who dis¬ 
turbs other patrons of a theater dur¬ 
ing a performance is guilty of disor¬ 
derly conduct, and the management 
aot only has the right to remove him 
and prefer charges against him, but 
Is under a responsibility to Its other 
patrons to discharge that duly. 

But the hoodlum who whistles Is 
sometime® removed frdm his seat In 
the gallery. The equally obnoxious 
person In the parquet who giggles and 
talks throughout & performance, with¬ 
out regard to the rights of other per¬ 
sons who did not contract for that 
ityle of entertainment when pure hiring 
tickets, constitutes a nuisance equally 
xbomlnablo.

Child Labor In the Census. 

Now that a special investigation ha-* 
been ordered to determine the extent of 
child labor In the United Status there 
has been an awakening to the fact that 
the census schedules of 1900 contained 
information on the subject, which had 
never been made public. A few days 
ago a publication was made on the sub¬ 
ject. It tends to show that In the 
anxiety to extend the powers of the 
Federal Government there has been 
considerable exaggeration with refer¬ 
ence to child labor. Such an outcome is 
not uncommon In cases where a cause* 
attracts the support of the pc »ple whose 
zeal oik runs their dlPcretion. They will, 
of course, say that the actual facts arfe 
bad enough, but this furnishes no Justi¬ 
fication for treating as actual facts 
what are only vain Imaginings. 

The census figures show that there 
were in 1800 in the United States pr *per 
L760.178 children between the ages of 
ten and fifteen engaged In some occu¬ 
pation. # Now, nobofly will dispute that 
this Is a large number, but we / must 
not jump to tfle conclusion thut they 
are all employed In subterranean coal 
mines, or in factories where the air* 
is foul and the general conditions very 
bad. We have had many lurid pictures 
of such employments, and when the 
number employed Is stated without 
specification, 4he mind 1 natutally reverts 
to the conditions described In certain 
cases. It Is, therefore, a relief to be 
Informed that such cases are by no 
means universal. 

Of the children engaged in gainful oc¬ 
cupations In 1900 it Is found that 1.034,- 
448, or more than three-fifths of the 
whole number, were engaged In work 
on the farm. Four-fifths of these chil¬ 
dren engaged In work on tho farm, or 
817.193, were members of the farmers 
families', or not employes at all. In the 
umial sense of tho word. They wore 
simply children who assisted their par¬ 
ents In farm work, os most fanners* 
children are expected to do. at one time 
or another, during their minority. In 
all these casus there was no foul air. 
no oppression of hired help, no exces¬ 
sive hours, except as tliese things are 
Inseparable from human nature and 
from the hard conditions to which some 
people are subjected by poverty or mis¬ 
fortune. Eliminating farm laborers we 
have less than 700,000 children that are 
engaged In all other occupation!!. 

If we had a child labor law' passed by 
Congress, as Senator Beveridge and 
others advocate, what would be done 
about the million and upwards o$ chil¬ 
dren under fifteen engaged In farm 
tabor? Would it be made unlawful for 
the boy of fourteen to be required to 
pick up chips to kindle the fire, or the 
girl of fourteen to aid her mother In 
washlrtg the dishes? It Is obvious, 
of course, that such extreme construc¬ 
tions of tho law' would not be tolerated, 
but the question where to draw the line 
Is one of considerable Interest. It Is clear 
enough that the country Is no more In¬ 
terested In having children brought up 
In Idlener* than it is in having them 
overworked. A medium between these 
extremes must h£ found, and many 
States have already passed laws look¬ 
ing to that object. If the Investigation 
that is to be made puts an end to some 
of the exaggerated statements about 
child labor It will have accomplished a 
good work. At the wmo time any 
revelation that may be made of real 
evils may well engage the efforts of 
philanthropists and legislators to cor¬ 
rect them by means In harmony with 
our system of government. 


The Dual Personality Thief. 

Chicago detectives are now working 
upon the theory that the thief who 
looted! tti Mfcbtrcasury of $173.<H>0 hae 
a dual personality and removed the 
missing money while temporarily in- 
surf*. What could be more probable? 

Dr. JeJcyll was not the only man with 
a diiiU personality. Frank Hippie wnas 
a model man In all respocts save that 
while he dropped large heavy coins In¬ 
to the elms barin on Sunday he Incon¬ 
sistently helped himself to cart loads 
of the same from the fumls of other 
folks during the oth'M* six diy* of the 
week. He was only one shining ex* 
ample of the dual personality thief, 
among a thousand. 

The single personality thief Is a crude 
person of limited capacity. He goes 
about with a couple of feet of lead 
pipe, a sand bag, a slung shot or seme 
oth**r primitive weapon, smashing pe¬ 
destrians over the head and getting $10. 
perhaps, and frequently ten years, for 
his pains. The dual personality thief, 
on the contrary, is rated by commercial 
agencies a* a solid person financially, 
and put down In the Blue Book as o 
prorrrtrenit person socially, to say noth¬ 
ing of beirg regcrJed by churches a::d 
charitaible organisations as a man 
whose charities would clook a multi¬ 
tude of faults If he had any faults to 
Cloak. Tho dual personality thief Is 
almost always found out. In N?w Jer¬ 
sey some time ago the townspeople hid 
hardly got home fpom the funeral 
of a prominent charitable, church- 
gni n g. com m end a ble-i n -every-wa yU * 
son when U was found that he had 
be n a looter of* the first class. Per¬ 
haps the discovery made little differ¬ 
ence to the departed, but It k cked up 
a considerable scandal in the com¬ 
munity. Some dual personality thieves 
blow* out th 3 ir brains—shooting at the 
diseased part, no doubt—after It be¬ 
comes Impossible to continue In busi¬ 
ness. Others unselfishly expatriate 
themselves, leaving tho depositor to 
hold the bag. But why do either, whan 
It Is so easy to hire alienists—If yoli 
have secreted $173/C0 In a stock!' £-to 


entirely compatible with the act of 
making tho money disappear In some 
ma-ruicr unaccountable not only to the 
jury, but atari to the defendant? 

If tho Subtreasury clerk who has 
aberrations at such times as he needs 
the money *» inclined to take good 
advice he will not do any violence to 
himself If he gets found ou»t, nor take 
any risks by rMlng cm fast train® or 
venturing cqxm the sea at the 
time of the vernal equinox. It would 
be so much simpler to confirm tbs sus¬ 
picions of the detectives, even if It be¬ 
came nape saury to give back some of 
thy? money. 

It Is axiomatic that every man Is 
three persons, the man he Is, the man 
he thinks he Is, and the man others 
think he Is, and It require® the trot¬ 
ting out of only two of these person¬ 
alities to get out of almost any sort 
of scrape nowadays.

An editorial in one of our contempo¬ 
raries runs thus; 

"The public has hod growl admiration 
for Mr. Jerome as an honest, able and 
fearless main. It did have until the trial 
of Thaw came on. But when. In the pub 
He estimation, ho lorn right of the main 
Issue, tho guilt of the defendant, and 
made Thaw's wifo undergo for day* a 
moat tremendous atr^ln In telling of her 
own shame he fell in the esteem of his 
admiring public; In its eyes he became a 
persecutor instead of a prosecutor; and 
irrespective of the outcome of the osso 
that revulsion of feeling will so react 
that much of the scorn otherwise going to 
the Thaw* will be accorded Mr. Jerome. 
• • • Great possibilities were In ntore 
for Mr. Jerome. Tho governorriilp of N«w 
York—aye, oven the presidency—have be. n 
linked with his name at* times; but the 
*Porw>cuftlon of Evelyn Thnjp.* Our Coun¬ 
try believes now. removes him ns a factor, 
and will qyenluaflly retire him tu private 
life." 

This is a specimen of a quite com¬ 
mon attitude taken toward Mr. Jerome. 
It implies a belief that the evidence of 
the defense should have gone unchal¬ 
lenged; that the prosecution should 
have "lain down;" that the trial should 
have been made a travesty. It Is a 
misguided and illogical view. » 

To begin with, It was the defense 
that put Evelyn Nesblt Thaw on the 
stand and it was at the behest of a 
theatrical and wily lawyer for her ac¬ 
cused husband that she told the jury 
and th*f public the story which she 
declares she told Harry Thaw. The 
"exposure of her soul,” as some sweet 
singer has phrased It. was Mr. Dolmas’ 
work, not Mr. Jerome's. 

Mr. Jerome being the District Attor¬ 
ney of New York has definite duties 
to perform. His office conducts the 
prosecution of criminals in the metrop¬ 
olis. As the public's attorney he is In¬ 
trusted with the task of upholding the 
law and puqlshlng offenders against 
society. It is his solemn duty to see 
that no murderer escapes the penalty 
of his deed on ingeniously devised iyid 
dramatically Introduced evidence. And 
In conducting a conscientious prosecu¬ 
tion he cannot adopt the freedom, ease 
and gallantry that might be well enough 
at a pink tea. The law Is a serious 
business. While to the emotional ele¬ 
ments of the public Evelyn Nesblt 
Thaw Is a heroine, a sort of Laura Joan 
Llbbey heroine, to a prosecuting at¬ 
torney she can be nothing but a wit¬ 
ness, who is there to be examined. If 
he can show* she Is a fake, a well-pre¬ 
pared creature of the defense, a person 
lacking credibility and a shedder of 
crocodile tears he would be remiss in 
his duty not to do so. It is his duty to 
send Harry Thaw to the electric chair 
If he can prove that the murder was 
done in cold blood, that all this "exag¬ 
gerated ego" talk Is bosh and that 
Evelyn Nesblt Thaw' did not tell Thaw 
any such story as she told for the de¬ 
fense. It is his duty to puncture the 
defense w'here the defense Is weak and 
8poll any false little game the astute 
Mr. Dolmas possibly may have cocked 
up. Thus, she having told the story of 
her life In giving testimony for the de¬ 
fense. he. as any other lawyer would 
have done, cross-examined her. 

It may have seemed harsh to some 
for Mr. Jerome to cross-examine Eve¬ 
lyn Nesblt Thaw as he did. but a court 
trial, not being a social function, must 
necessarily have Its hnrsh features. 
Unwittingly, perhaps, Mr. Jerome's de¬ 
tractors blame him for doing his duty. 
They should have condemned him, in 
fact. If he hadn’t done It.

The fashion of w'earing pink pearls 
Svas made by Mrs. John W. Mackay. 
The pink pearl, as naturalists and Jew¬ 
elers agree. Is not a true pearl, but for 
all that it Is very rare and good speci¬ 
mens are quite expensive. They are 
feund In conch shells, not oyBters, and 
the most of them come from the Isth¬ 
mus of Panama. When Josi&h L. 
Pearcy, of Tennessee, was the Ameri¬ 
can Consul at Colon he purchased a 
pink pearl from a San Bios Indian. 
This particular pearl was larger than 
a pea, of perfect shape and flawless 
orient. The San Bias Indians sell all 
pearls, large or small, at the flirt rate 
of $2.60 each. Mr. Pearcy sold this 
pearl In Panama for $600. The dealer 
sold It afterward for $2,000. It became 
one of the collection of pink pearls 
made Into a necklace for Mrs. Mackay, 
and that necklace set the fashion which 
endures to this day, limited only by 
the purses of jewel-lovers and the 
scarcity of the supply. 


Names of fancy drinks ere nearly 
all originated by accident. An Amer¬ 
ican drink of world-wide reputation Is 
the Rickey, a combination of lime julco. 
mineral water and whisky or gin. The 
first Rickey was made In 1891 by 
George Williamson, w*ho is still quench¬ 
ing assorted thirsts at Shoemakers', a 
Washington barroom, which has been 
famous since 1858. Col. Joseph K. 

Rickey, of Fulton. Mo., was a celebrat¬ 
ed character about the national capital 
in those daysj He drifted Into Shoo- 
makers’ ono not day and asked for a 
cooling drink. Mr. Williamson put a piece 
of Ice in a long glass, poured some 
whisky over it and added mineral 
water. The crowd had several "rounds” 
of them. Then the suggestion was 
made that a drop of lime Juice would 
be an Improvement. Mr. Williamson 
supplied the lime*. The new drink was 
called "Col. Rickey’s brand of poison." 

A few weeks later a Washingtonian 

dropped Into the Hoffman House bar CHARGED WITH SHOOTING 

in New York and asked for a "Colonel 
Rickey.’’ The barkeeper confessed ig¬ 
norance and was enlightened. From 
that lime the Rickey began to grow In 
favor end It lias endured to this day. 


with a deluge of picture postals repre¬ 
senting every phase of life from the 
cradle to the grave.

When Mlsa Harriet Lane, niece of 
President Buchanan, was mistress of 
the White House during the Adminis¬ 
tration of her bachelor uncle, she ap¬ 
peared one evening with her wealth of 
beautiful hair falling over her shoul¬ 
ders, loosely confined In a net the color 
of her hair.

It was 
scorching hot the morning she landed 
In Manila, but nothing daunted she 
defied Old 6ol and tropic conventional¬ 
ities by wearing a red hat ashore. Li¬ 
pid© of twenty-four hours every other 
womsui in town was out in crimson 
headgear. In their eagerness to adopt 
the new' etyle the ladles demonstrated 
no smell amount of ingenuity. Old 
hats were made over w ith any kind of 
red material that might be had, from 
veils to bandana handkerchiefs. The 
fad caught so quickly that dull old Ma¬ 
nila was ablaze with color before the 
Inhabitants could get their breath.

Roller skates w'ere brought into 
America in 1846 with a 'French troupe 
of acrobats called ’The TViur Ravels." 
In their first form they W’ere merely 
four wheels placed under the foot, one 
behind the ocher, and very awkward to 
use. In this form they received little 
or no attention in this country, and it 
was not until Just before the Civil War 
that some one was clever enough to re 
arrange the wheels.

The wearing of pink carnations in 
tho legislative halls was started by 
the late President McKinley when he 
represented Ohio Jn the lower House of 
Congress. It was then merely a per¬ 
sonal fad, but It made such an impres¬ 
sion that when he became President 
all his floral presents were of these 
flowers. There was never a day that 
the White House was not adorned with 
them, and the President always wore 
one In hta buttonhole. At the time of 
his death, the American people w'anted 
some way of commemorating him, and 
decided upon this os the distinctive 
way of doing it. In this way it has al¬ 
most become the national flower. On 
"McKinley day” the florists And It al 
most impossible to supply the demand 
for carnations.

It was President Roosevelt’s indorse 
ment of Charles Wagner’s "Simple 
Life” thnt gave that book and its au¬ 
thor such prominence In America, Some 
enterprising reporter entered the Presi¬ 
dent's private car on a Southern trip 
and picked up the book that the Execu¬ 
tive had just laid down. It was "Th^ 
Simple Life" In French. The telegraph 
wires of the Associated Pres.4 flashed 
the faot over the country, enterprising 
book dealers immediately ordered thou¬ 
sand® of English copies, and the book 
was made, so far a3 America was con¬ 
cerned,

Until a fow years before the Civil 
War tomatoes w'ere classed as poison, 
ou® wlrth other scions of the night¬ 
shade famHy, and were used only ns 
ornamental shrubs in flosver garden®. 
They were called ‘Move apple®,” and the 
first wero brought Into the United 
States by an army officer, who planted 
them In a prtaon yard ever which ho 
had been placed in authority. A pris¬ 
oner with an investigating turn of mind 
tasted one of the love apples one day 
and did not die. When ho pronounced 
It good and suggested its use as food 
the officer's wife tried It. Thus the 
tomato became ono cf the standard 
foods of the country. It is regarded 
a® almost Indispensable by cowboys 
and prospectors on long trips In tho 
West, because its juice satisfies thirst.

May I ask a little of your spaco lit 
which to express V 9 Kentucky con¬ 
tributor® to the Keata-Sholley Memorial 
the speclat thanks of the American Com¬ 
mittee for their liberal co-oporation In 
support of this Interesting poetic enter¬ 
prise? 

Ixmlsvllta has the distinction of being 
the only city in the United Stnte«f'lttfieh 
has had a local committee on the Me¬ 
morial, and so efficient has It been that 
the total amount of the subscriptions 
thus obutined Is al>out $1,000. and this 
ta. with one exception, the most substan¬ 
tial contribution to the fund. This ta as 
It should bv, for has not Kentucky unique 
Interest in this Memorial? Not only is 
Keats connected with your Commonwealth 
by <he fact that It is the home, or birth¬ 
place, of so many of hta relative®, nnd 
that some of hta most beautiful po®ms 
and most Interesting letter® were ad¬ 
dressed to hta brother, George, but there 
ta also a remarkable association of your 
Stato with the name of Shelley, not so 
well realised, but none the loss actual; 
for It was u Kentuckian, William Edward 
West, who painted the best portrait of 
Shelley, one of the only two authenticat¬ 
ed portrait® In existence. This canvas, 
now owned In Richmond. Va.. wn® [recent¬ 
ly exhibited In New York on the occasion 
of the benefit matinee given at the Wal¬ 
dorf HoLel for the fund, and it attracted 
great attention by ita beauty and spir¬ 
ituality. It ta more Interesting to the 
literary and artistic world that the fact 
of Us existence was never known to Mrs. 
Shelley, though it was {tainted about two 
months before the poet’s death. The 
American Committee ha* a virtual option 
on this pointing, and It ta hoped that some 
generous admirer of Shelley-wlU present it 
to the library of the Memorial. 

In view of these rare association® with 
the two poets, the American Committee, 
which ha* recently sent to Rome drafts 
which have reduced the mortgage on the 
Keats house from $8,000 to $3.S00, will 
take special pleasure in welcoming any 
further contributions from Kentucky 
which may be made to the fund. These 
may be sent to the secretary qf the Louis¬ 
ville committee—Mrs. Evelyn Snead Bar¬ 
nett. Third street and Broadway—to 
whom so much ta duo for her Initial, con¬ 
tinuous and effective work In this cause.

Proposed Organic Union of 
Churches Now In Doubt. 


ARDOR OF THE SEVERAL DE- 
NOMINATIONS COOLING. 


HEDGING TACTICS CREATE GEN¬ 
ERAL ADVERSE SENTIMENT. 


DOINGS OF RELIGIOUS WORLD. 


The outlook for a consummation of 
the proposed organic union of the Con¬ 
gregational, Methodist Protestant and 
United Brethren denominations. In the 
opiuion of leaders in those named and 
other religious bodies, is not bright. On 
March 19 there is to be a meeting in 
Chicago of the general committee rep¬ 
resenting the three denominations, and 
the men who favor union assert that 
they expect the matter then to bo con¬ 
summated. On the other hand it is as¬ 
serted that for some months there has 
been growing, among United Brethren, 
a strong sentiment against organic 
union, and disinterested observers of 
religious matters believe that this sen¬ 
timent will operate to prevent consum¬ 
mation of the union, especially as the 
denomination in which It is admittedly 
strongest Is the one which originally, 
four or more years ago, sent out a let¬ 
ter inviting several other bodies to 
unite with it .in a movement looking 
toward union. 


and it is said to be likely that the debt 
of the Union will bfc Increased to abouit 
$80,000. The Horne Mission Society had 
a debt of $2f>,000 a year ago, and fear 
Is expressed that this will be doubled 
when the books are closed the first of 
next month. To dose without debt, tho 
society must rocelve $280,000 during 
March. 


EPISCOPAL MEN TO CONTRIBUTE 


Special Offering to Commemorate Set¬ 
tlement at Jamestown. 

Men of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church are waking up. It is reported, 
to the purpose of what is called the 
Missionary Thank Offering. On May 
13 next will occur the exact anniver¬ 
sary of the landing of the party of 
English colonists at Jamestown, and 
the starting of the firat permanent 
English religious service! on this con¬ 
tinent. It has been proposed during the 
past three years that the men of the 
Episcopal Church give something In 
appreciation of 800 years of English 
Christianity. Men have been rather 
slow in rerrpondlng. but at the ap¬ 
proaching Easter a large number of 
parishes, especially in the large cities, 
will make formal pledges. 

There is no effort to raise a particu¬ 
lar sum. Bather is It sought to have 
every man give something. It Is the 
expectation that New York. the largest 
of the Episcopal dioceses, will contrib¬ 
ute about $250,000. and Pennsylvania, 
which is practically the city of Phil i- 
delphla. about $200,00o. Boston is lo >k- 
rd to for from $100,000 to $150,000. and 
it Is expected that Connecticut will give 
a substantial sum. These figures are 
simple estimate, based upon what lead¬ 
ers think can perhaps be done. S'tno 
think the total will run up to $2.000.0CO, 
but most of the trader*, including th* »© 
in charge of the movement, will feel 
the thing has been & succeee if $1,000,000 
is given.

The first named was 
larger, In point of membership, than 
the other two combined, Congregatlon- 
allsts numbering About 695,000. while 
United Brethren and Methodist Prot¬ 
estants ore respectively 286,000 and 
183,000. There have been a number of 
meetings of tho joint committee of 
these bodies and the utmost good will 
and fellowship has been manifested. 
Because of their superior numbers, 
however, Congregatlonalists have in 
some measure dominated the deliber¬ 
ations, so much so that at one of the 
joint meetings, several months ago. 
Congregational representatives prac¬ 
tically demanded that the word ••Con¬ 
gregational" should be Included In any 
title adopted for the united churches. 

For several months U has been evi¬ 
dent that leaders among United Breth- 
ren have been “hedging," as one loader 
expresses it. Now it Is asserted by 
some of them that the original invita¬ 
tion wus that other bodies might con¬ 
sider adopting the creed and policy of 
the United Brethren, and that there 
was not Implied a willingness on tho 
part of that denomination to consider 
merging Itself with others. Legal ’dif¬ 
ficulties in the way of organic union 
are being emphasized, and decisions of 
the courts In the matter of the Pres¬ 
byterian and Cumberland Presbyterian 
unton are being quoted in support of 
the position that It is impracticable for 
the United Brethren organically to 
unite with the other bodies. 

This newaitUlude of the United Breth¬ 
ren leaders, some of whom had btren 
foremost advocates of union, has oc¬ 
casioned no little surprise In th© Con¬ 
gregational and Methodist Protestant 
bodies. In the latter there has be©n 
some opposition to the union plans, but 
the majority has expressed itself heart¬ 
ily willing to become party to them. In 
the Congregational Church the senti¬ 
ment has favored union, provided the 
Congregational policy should in the 
main bo maintained, and s^me leading 
men In this denomination welcomed th© 
new* organization which was to result 
from union of the three bodies, be¬ 
cause they believed It was likely to 
furnish a form of centralized govern¬ 
ment which they beiievkd Congrega¬ 
tionalism to lack. J 

On the eve of the Chicago meeting 
it 1* believed that the union plan is in 
Jeopardy, as Methodist Prootstants. it 
Is believed, may also withdraw If the 
United Brethren do, since the existing 
tics between these denomination* are 
far stronger, so their leaders allege, 
than are those existing between Con- 
gregatlonalists and either of the oth¬ 
ers.

the distribution of the fund. Lmders 
in the undertaking say that they will 
first get the money. Besides it is im¬ 
possible a* yet to tell what proportion 
of It may be designated by the givers. 

GENERAL SUPERINTENDENT. 


Dr. W. H. McGUuflin, Universally 
Succeeds Dr. T. M. Atwocd. 

The trustees of the General Conven¬ 
tion of the Unlversallst Church have 
Just announced the election of the B**v, 
Dr. William H. McGlauflin to the posi¬ 
tion of General Superintendent, which 
was made vacant a few months ago 
by the resignation of the Rev. Dr. 1. 
M. Atwood. At the last meeting of tho 
General Convention, hold at Mtnn-ap- 
olis, November, 1905. the filling of the 
office of General Superintendent was 
left to the discretion of the trustees, 
and as the convention meets agiln in 
November of this year there were some 
who thought that the trustee*, having 
waited eo long, should let the matter 
rest until the convention met. But the 
trustees were convinced that th* time 
had come to fill the office, and that they 
had secured the right man for the 
place, so the election took place. 

There Is some misconception as to the 
duties of the Unlversaliat Oeneral Su¬ 
perintendent, and some, even among 
Un1verm».Msts, have looked upon him as 
a sort of archbishop of the denomina¬ 
tion. As a matter of fact he has no 
power except an advisory one. His 
duties were defined by the General 
Convention thus: 

“He is to supervise the spiritual in¬ 
terest of our church, and to promote Its 
prosperity, by using his Influence to 
stimulate the zeal and activity of our 
people; to secure unity and continuity 
cl action on the part of our parish ra; 
to encourage weak parishes; to revive 
dormant parishes; to remove causes of 
disaffection between pasters and par¬ 
ishes, etc." 

The* Rev. Dr. McOlaufUn. the new 
GenerAJ Superintendent is w*11 known 
among the Unirersallxrchurches of the 
country., He long served the Young 
People's Union a* a mladonary In the 
Fouth, and was later District Superin¬ 
tendent of the Northweat. It is said 
that he is favored throughout the de¬ 
nomination, ard that there is not the 
slightest persona! ground in objections 
to the appointment.

MISSIONARY TREASURERS BUSY 


Must Cover Expenditures on Faith 
By Actual Receipts. 

Several denominational missionary 
organizations end their fiscal year* In 
the spring, some closing their books 
the end of March, others the end of 
April, and in these dosing days of 
their business years there Is great ac¬ 
tivity in treasuiers* offices, trying to 
bring receipts up to a jK>Int that will 
cover the year's expenditure* and leavo 
at least a few dollar* to carry over to 
the next year. Official* of missionary 
organizations are unanimous in de¬ 
ploring the fact that it is necessary for 
them to conduct their affairs from hand 
to mouth, as It were. In practically 
all such organizations it is necessary 
to raise this year the money to be 
spent this year. Enterprises upon the 
mission fields, home and foreign, have 
to be established on faith. Definite 
sums are appropriated at the begin¬ 
ning of a fiscal year, with the expec¬ 
tation that the people in the churches 
will respond to demands made ui>on 
them and furnish money to meet the 
appropriations. It is for this reason, 
say officials, that missionary boards 
and societies occasionally run into 
debt, for work established on the fields 
ha* to be maintained even If support 
from individuals and churches proves 
Inadequate. 

The PrcsbyterlQn Board of Foreign 
Mission* closes Its year April 30. A 
year ago it hAd a deficit of $110,000, of 
which amount about $70,000 was the de¬ 
ficit of the flsoal year then closed. This 
Was caused by a falling off In amounts 
received from legacies, another uncer¬ 
tain factor with which missionary 
treasurers have to comend. Indica¬ 
tions now are that this board will this 
year reduce its debt, as reccdpta for ten 
months of Us fiscal year were near.ly 
$80,000 ahead of lost year, and appro¬ 
priations had been soniewhat reduced. 

The Homo Mission Board of the Pres¬ 
byterian Church has not reported a 
doff for eight year*, but Its books are 
• March 31. and there is still 
i e»' a large sum, several hundred 
dollar*, to enable It to close 
i' * without debt.

During the opening months of this 
year evangelistic efforts In different 
parts of the country have resulted In 
the awakening of great interest and 
while from no center Is reported any 
wonderful revival, religious leaders re¬ 
port a healthy increase'm church mem¬ 
bership nnd attendance that more than 
justifies the evangelistic efforts direct 'd 
by the denominational committees and 
the Independent efforts of others. 

The dominant figure in the work is 
“Gipsy" Smith, the English Evangelist, 
who is in this country on the Invitation 
Of the Congregational Committee. He 
has recently preached to enormous au- i 
dience* in Chicago, and is now repent-1 
lng the experience in Brooklyn. The 
Rev. Dr. J. Wilbur Chapman, who 
leads the Presbyterian evangelistic 
forces, is working In New England, not. 
to Increase Presbyterian membership 
there, for there are practically no Pres¬ 
byterians in that section, but to 
strengthen all the churches. 

The Rev. Dr. R. A. Torrey, working 
independently of denominational direc¬ 
tion. has had large meetings in Cleve¬ 
land, where his work was attended 
with marked success. Detroit has had 
the Rev. Dr. George F. Pentecost, and 
several smaller Middle West citie* have 
heard the Rev. William A. Sunday. The 
work started by Gipsy Smith In Chi¬ 
cago is being continued by the Rev. 
Dr. A. C. Dixon and the Rev. Dr. 
James M. Gray, a feature of their ef¬ 
forts being nocn-dny meeting* in a 
downtown theater. It I* said that Gip¬ 
sy Smith has promised to return to 
Chicago In two years, and In the mean¬ 
time the Young Men's Congregational 
Union of that city is to direct Its ef- f 
forts toward the redemption of the 
city.

Unhealthy tissue has a sort 
of spongy feeling to my touch, while 
healthy tissue has not. In the latter 
there is a sort of elasticity which un¬ 
healthy flesh does not possess. 

"People have come to me with some 
very remarkable complaints," he went 
on. "One rrran came who was suffering 
from paralysis, the result of lead 
poisoning, and every doctor hud given 
him up. I placed him In a bath, treat¬ 
ed him electrically and In the water; 
and. in the course of time, I managed 
to get white lead, oozing from fhe roots 
of the finger nails. On another occa¬ 
sion, I treated a woman fnr mercurial 
poisoning. When she would leave the 
electric bath you could see a thin, Sark 
line, which, when rubbed, showed a sil¬ 
ver mercurial deposit on the side of the 
bath. She also had been pronounced 
Incurable. 

"It was the same with my millionaire 
patient. Sir William Ferguson gave 
him Just six days to live, and advised 
me for the sake of my professional rep¬ 
utation not to touch the case. He had 
gangrene of the big toe and aneurism 
of the same leg. He was too old a man 
to operate on. otherwise Sir William 
would have taken off his feet. I took 
him on believing that I might cure 
him by electricity and massage. Be¬ 
fore very long I had got the>bad place 
down to the size of a dollar, then down 
to a pin head, and then, finally, he was 
cured, and lived several years after¬ 
wards.

A curious but no less Interesting case 
of recovery from a condition of abso¬ 
lute deafness of a telegraph operator 
Is noted at Portland, Me. Five or six 
>’eai*s ago the hearing of Peter A Foley 
began to fail, when suddenly about a 
year ago It left him utterly. HLs sense 
of feeling, however, had not deserted 
him, and adapting himself to changed 
conditions, practice gradually enabled 
him to read the message by the sense 
of feeling alone. Although not able to 
use the typewriter, hls "copper plate'* 
penmanship stood him in good stead. 
Unable to hear a word of conversation 
or a click from the telegraph sounder, 
Mr. Foley successfully worked one of 
the busiest lines In the Western Union 
office, the New' York wire, reading the 
messages absolutely and entirely by 
the sense of touch. Hls left forefinger 
was placed on the sounder, and by this 
medium he became ablo to write down 
the messages as accurately and os rap¬ 
idly as any operator In the office.

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Modern Algiers; How the Capital of African France is Booming. 


It Has a Forty-Million-Dollar Boulevard and Many Striking Improvements—One Cent Car Fares, Ten-Cent Telegrams and Three-Cent Telephones—Algeria’s Commerce. 
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BY FRANT* O. CARPETr^TETL 

A LGIERS, Algeria.—I am in the 
blnzing white, many-terraced 
city of Algiers, the capital of 
African France. My hotel Is 
the de la Regence, on the Place du 
Goevernment, next the mosque of 
Dj&ma el DJedld. within a stone’s 
throw of the great palace which holds 
the Govembient offices, and just off the 
Boulevard de la Ropubllque, in th? 
very heart of the city. 

From my window l can look out over 
the Bay of Algiers and the -wide Med¬ 
iterranean, with its ships going out and 
coming in. The foothills of the Atlus 
mountains line the opposite side of the 
harbor and the queer African capital 
rises up from It, In terrace above ter¬ 
race, until It reaches the great w’hlte 
citadel, which formed the residence and 
chief fortification of the piratical days 
of the past. 

Down at the whaives, where the city 
begins, are mighty breakwaters which 
extend out like arms at each end. em¬ 
bracing steamers and sailing vessels 
from all parts of the world. More than 
four thousand big Vessels, and twelve 
thousand coasters, aggregating over 
three million tons, pass in and out of 
those arms every year. There are 
great Atlantic liners, which call here 
on their way from New York to Naples 
and Genoa, big steamers from China 
and Japan, and also fast ships from 
Marseilles which bring the malls on 
their five-hundred-mile voyage across 
the Mediterranean in less than twenty- 
four hours. These boats give Algiers 
a daily communication with its mother 
country, and they are always loaded 
with passengers and freight. Their 
rates are so low that French laborers 
and mechanics cross over by hundreds. 
A steerage passenger pays only 12.25 
and the third-class travelers pay less 
than <5. 


A Rich Country. 


Come with me down to the wharves 
and see something of the enormous 
trade that Algeria does with all parts of 
the world. Its commerce is worth hav¬ 
ing, for it amounts to more than one 
hundred and fifty-live million dollars a 
year. Four-fifths of this Is with France. 
Algeria buys from fifty to six million 
dollars* worth of goods of her mother 
country every year, arid her sales to 
France are only about ten million dol¬ 
lars less. So fur the balance of trade 
Is with France, but the resources of the 
colony are being rapidly developed and 
in time Algeria will be in the lead. 

Runping back from the harbor for a 
distance of perhaps five hundred feet 
is a level space covered with acres of 
warehouses. We reach these by stone 
steps and make our way in and out 
through mountains of im.ro. Enormous 
wagons, hauled by from three to six 
horses, are moving fibout. directed by 
drivers In turbans and gowns: the rdf- 
road engines are shunting cars this wav 
and that, and an army of b ire-calved, 
big-trousered Blskris are loading and 
unloading all kinds of goods. Cork 
bark, which Is one of the chi f expons 
is stacked up like cord wood; hogsheads 
of wine numbering thousands are piled

on the top of th* other .a ml there 
are great moumis of bags of wheat and 
other grain ready for shipment. There 
are boxes of dates packed for Paris. ; 
and there are also enormous quantities' 
of goods coming in. 

Both on the wharves and out in the 
hartyor are immense loads of coni. Al¬ 
giers is one of the chief coaling stations 
of the Mediterranean and nearly all the 
ships which call there take on fuel. The 
shipping arrangements are of the bpst. 
The harlor has steam cranes and the 
trains from the Interior come right 
down to the mu so that freight can !*♦ 
taken on board the ships almost direct 
from the cars 

Now turn your back to the sea and 
take a look at the city as it climbs the 
hiils all about you. You must throw 
your head back and rest It well on 
your shoulders, or you can’t see It at 
all. The city begins with a wall about 
one hundred feet high; it consists of 
vaults and warehouses, with one of the 
fine streets of the world over them. 
The pavement of the street forms the 
roofs of these buildings, and back and 
above it rises the rest of the city. The 
street Is the Boulevarde de la Repub- 
lique. With the warehouses below, Its 
cost was more than $40,000,000. It was 
constructed on a long-time concession 
by an English company, and I under¬ 
stand that it pays big dividends to-day. 
It Is a wide avenue facing the busiest 
part of the harbor, with a stone balus¬ 
trade running along it. On the other 
side of the boulevard there are build¬ 
ings which contain some of the chief 
banks, shops and business establish¬ 
ments of the city. The stores are on 
the ground floor only; above them are 
apartments with iron balconies along 
the front. The buildings are of yellow’ 

"i co of the even height of six stories, 
and they are so constructed that the 
ground floors open upon an arcade, like 
that of the Rue de Rlvoll in Paris. 

Foot passengers climb to this boule¬ 
vard from the wharves by stone steps 
w hich wind their way up, and at ea< h 
end of it are l mg Inclined roadways, up 
and down whit h a stream of wagons 
and carriages steadily moves. 

On the boulevard itself gayly-dre>*s* d 
Europeans, mixed with stately Arabs 
In turbans and gowns, walk to and fro. 
Street cars filled with passengers aro 
continually passing, and for one cent 
a man may ride in them and have a 
magnificent view of the harbor and. 
shipping. 

Beginning with the Boulevard de la 
Republique is the French quarter, or 
what might he called modern Al?’e s; 
the white catacombs containing the 
Moors and Arabs are i-n the hill h'gher 
up. indeed, the streets near the harbor 
w’ould net be out of place In P^rls nor 
in any other city In France. TTmy are 
smooth and paved v| h xvook bb cks. 
They are walled with French build¬ 
ings. nearly nil of which extend out 
over the sidewalks, so t yt the shop- 
pern are protected from the fierce rays 
of the Africans sun. This fcs the cafe 
with the Rue Bab-Azoun. which runs 
just behind and parallel with the B r ul»- 
vard de la P.epubllque. It is the fi sh, 
lonable promenade of the business «e •- 
tb*n. ai d from 4 to R o’clock every day 
It is filled v ith people buying and 
selling. The best ch ips are only ah ng 
the rurth sld«* of tl o street. They hive 
pinte-class strre windows, fill *d with 
beautiful grods. and the avenue walled 
In by pillars, Ieohs like a museum.

In 
high red caps, blue jackets and fat 
zouave panti loons the color of brick 
dust: and French ladies, wearing the 
latest costumes from Paris The French 
dandy is here; also the grizette. 

The Mohammedan world walks along 
with the Christian. Veiled Moham¬ 
medan ladies w'ho have Just left the 
harem of some rich Arab, pass by. 
wearing white pantaloons, each leg of 
which is as big around as a flour bar¬ 
rel. Their pantaloons hang In folds, 
and I am told that It takes fourteen 
yards of cloth to make an ordinary 
pair. They are tied in at the calves or 
the ankles, and are sometimes loaded 
with-shot to keep them in shape. Bare¬ 
faced Jewesses, dressed In gay colors, 
with, bright shawls, and with thin 
black handkerchiefs glued to their fore¬ 
heads, walk along in couples, and Ka- 
byle women, bronze-faced and tattooed, 
ragged and dlrty-gowned, come close 
behind. As the hour of 5 o’clock ap¬ 
proaches the Rue Bab-Azoun U 


packed, and it then looks like a great 
cave, wlt% a stream of all colors flow¬ 
ing through it. 

The stores here are like those of Eu¬ 
rope. The windows are well displayed 
and the goods are usually French. Most 
of the wans have price marks and as a 
rule they cost no more than in France. 

Another ftn* business street is the 
Rue disley. This Is the main road to 
Mustapha Huperieur, the fashionable 
villa center, on the hills high above 
the city. It has many new buildings, 
the old structures have been torn down, 
the fortified wall w'hlch once girdled 
Algiers has been removed and many 
improvements are now being made. 
Thfc tity is rapidly growing, and It has 
now. with its suburbs, about one hun¬ 
dred and fifty thousand people. 

It is down in the French quarter that 
the city post-office is situated. The 
French have given their colony the best 
postal facilities, and at rates much 
lower than w'e have given Hawaii. 
Porto Rico, the Philippines or even our¬ 
selves. All kinds of goods can be sent 
by mall at low rates, and there is an 
enormous mail order business with the 
mother country. 

The telegraph and telephone lines are 
under the Government and the rates 
show the benefit of Government man¬ 


agement. They are as low mi in France 
and less than half of our charge either 
at home or in our colonies. One can 
telegraph between any two cities of 
Algeria, which is a country more than 
five times as large as the State of In¬ 
diana, for one cent a word, the mini¬ 
mum telegram costing ten cents. He 
can send a telegram to any part of 
France from any part of Algeria at the 
same rate. Cables to Great Britain 
and Germany cost only five cents a 
wv>rd; to Italy, Austria. Spain, Portu¬ 
gal, Switzerland and Belgium only six 
cents, and to Gibraltar but seven. 
These are nates for from any part of 
Algeria to any part of the countries 
mentioned. They are, I venture, about 
the lowest telegraph rates of the world. 

As to telephones, all the chief Al¬ 
gerian cities have them. The rate for 
business houses in Algiers is $40 per 
year, and one can have a three-minute 
conversation to any part of the city, 
or to anywhere fifteen miles outside It, 
for three cents. And all this l« In this 
black, for-behlnd-the-times continent 
of Afric#,! 

• • • 

Libraries and Street Cars. 

Algiers is a city of amusement halls. 
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Hbnw.es and schools. It has a c%% 
theater, which is subshA: d by the 
Government to the extent of 1100,000 
a year, a casino which is a kind of 
second-c l ass vaudeville, and regular 
concerts by the military bands In the 
Place du Gonvemment and at Mustapha 
Superieur. It has many clubs and In 
the winter there are fashionable so¬ 
ciety gatherings. The Governor Gener¬ 
al then gives bails and receptions, and 
the French army add^ to the gayety. 
Mustapha Superior has magnificent 
villas with tropical gardens situated 
on the hill* six hundred feet abave the 
harbor, which are occupied at that 
time by rich Europeans, and there are 
also la.ge winter hotels which are then 
fille l with Americans and English. 

Algiers has street car lines, equipped 
with our ow n Thompson-Houston elec¬ 
tric service, which all gi to the sub¬ 
urbs. I understand they pay divi¬ 
dends. although the fares are one cent 
and upward per trip, According to the 
distance. In e.*ch car there are Aral, 
second and third-class compartments, 
the difference of price being regulated 
by the part of Che car in which one 
rides.

H APPY the girl who did not listen 
to voices that whispered of the 
ahort life ln store for English 
eyelet embroidery, but who 
perfected herself In this most effect* 
Ive branch of needlework. Instead # of 
falling behind in the procession, the 
eyelet W’ork is more popular this spa- 
son than it was last, and it Is appear* 
lng in fabrics of every possible weight. 
The bit of embroidery gives distinction 
to a blouse, and the rapid needlewom¬ 
an can outshine her sister who con af¬ 
ford imported frocks If she will bend 
her energies at once on the embroider¬ 
ing of summer raiment. 

The summer embroidery might be 
divided into two distinct classes, very 
fine patterns, combined wdth lace for 
lingerie blouses and frocks, and large, 
bold patterns heavily wrought for 
morning wear ln tailored blouses 
shirtwaist and coat suits. 

In addition to being introduced ln 
W’ash fabrics, the embroidered pieces 
for costumes appear in silk, voile and 
panama cloth. The new* berthae, bibs 
and capo effects over sleeves are dec¬ 
orated almost entirely uMth embroid¬ 
ery. A stunning little model recently 
finished for a young girl wqts a pale 
blue crepe de chine w f ith a deep bib or 
egg-shaped bertha over the bodice, 
shoulder capes and girdle of matching 
pale blue silk, embroidered ln a fleur 
de 11s eyelet pattern ln the same tlni 
of blue silk floss. 

A little suit of natural toned ponge# 
silk for spring w*ear at home showed a 
blouse with elbow length sleeves and 
Dutch neck. The sleeves were finished 
with turn back cuffs and the round 
neck with a low, shaped collar. Collar 
and cuffs were embroidered ln eyelet 
work with golden brow*n silk, and with 
the gold browjn messaline girdle com¬ 
pleted the trimming of a most girlish 
frock. 

The star or flow’er pattern Is moist 
effective for yokes, vests and cuffs of 
tailored linen suits, A bit of color may 
be introduced here, such as delicate 
blue, pink or lavender with white linen 
or pique, and brilliant scarlet with 
tan or natural-colored linen. Some¬ 
times the embroidery Introduces the 
color note, again, the little accessories 
in embroidery may be done ln white 
floss on a delicately-colored linen or 
other washable fabliau A stunning 
blouse belonging to a stilt of fine white / 
gingham, figured with small blue stars, 
had a deep yoke of embroidery, show¬ 
ing the star pattern in white mercer¬ 
ized floss on a delicate blue linen. The 
same touch of color was Introduced 
Into the cuffs and girdle and the hat 
worn with this was a pale blue lingerie 
hat, embroidered with the white floss 
and trimmed on the left side with a 
chou of pale blue lawn to match the 
hat, the edges scalloped and button¬ 
holed with white flossu 
Vests embroidered in eyelet work are 
Introduced Into tailored wash waists. 
Hero the vest may be of white or a 
delicate contrasting color, The collar 
and cuffs should match. "A stunning 
combination showed & cross- bar linen, 
red, on a natural tone background. The 
vest was of scarlet wash material 
which looked like a cloeely-wroven ging¬ 
ham, and It was embroidered ln eyelet 
w’ork, the floss being natural colored. 
With this was worn a natty cravat of 
natural-toned lawn. 

Very lovely are some of the fitted 
berthas of plain color to be w’orn with 
checked or striped materials. These 
are embroidered and used to outline a 
yoke of sheer material or lace.

In the morning bathe ln 
hot and cold water alternately several 
times. Into the last cold water put a 
few drops of benzoin. 

Once a week steam the face over a 
basin of boiling water, covering tha 
head with a towel. Partly dry the faca 
and with an Instrument that comes for 
the purpose press out the blackheads, 
and if the pimples have formed a yel¬ 
low head, contents of those also may 
be expelled with the instrument. Mas¬ 
sage for ten minutes with the massage 
cream for pimples. Remove all the 
creom from the face and bathe with 
toilet water. 

J. C. W., Louisville.—Your letter 
could not be answered In the next num. 
ber of this paper. Tho best remedy for 
removing superfluous hair from the 
arms is this: Get a flvc-cent cake of 
ordinary pumice stone, not pumice soap 
but stone. Rub the skin covered with 
the hair as you would sit down and 
massage your face or polish your nails, 
deliberately and quietly. Do this every 
night before retiring for several weeks 
and gradually the hair will disappear 
without Injuring the skin, as a paste 
would. If the pumice stone makes the 
skin red. after each treatment rub the 
onus with cold cream made fron) al¬ 
mond oil, not lanollne.

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E VEN if on© is not a rigid 
churchman who eschews 
meat for Lent, it is well to 
haro fish pluy an important 
part in the spring diet. Though we 
may not pin our faith to the old 
theory that fish food is brain food, 
we can bo assured that the phos¬ 
phates it contains and its di¬ 
gestible qualities prove very beue- 
fieial to the physical system that is 
relaxed by enervating spring days. 

Not every one, unfortunately, 
likes fish, but, if possible, the taste 
for it should be cultivated. Prob¬ 
ably if wo were compelled to live 
on it, ns were the old Homeric 
heroes, we might be inclined to com¬ 
plain as bitterly as did Menelaus; 
but as an occasional article of diet 
it should have a place in every fami¬ 
ly’s weekly menu. 

Nothing affords greater relief to 
the housekeeper sore beset by that 
ever-recurrent thought, “What 
shall I give them to eat today <” 
than to have a family with a strong 
liking for fish. So fortified, she can 
provide soup or salad, a boiled or 
broiled or baked second course for 
dinner, croquettes or scallops for an 
entree, and even the “piece de re¬ 
sistance” of the family lunch. She 
can be happy, moreover, in ihe fact 
that she is feeding her flock with a 
healthful, digestible food. 

GUIDES TO SELECTION 

“But,” some one cries, “I cannot 
digest fish. Nothing disagrees with 
me more quickly 1” Which state 
should be attributed to some per¬ 
sonal idiosyncrasy; to improper se¬ 
lection of the fish itself; to careless¬ 
ness in preparation, or to bad meth¬ 
ods of cooking, rather than to 
wholesale condemnation of a fish 
dietary. 

For whatever the exceptional per¬ 
son may say, fish is both digestible 
and nourishing to the majority of 
people. Where could one find great 
er health and vigor, for instance, 
than in the small fishing settlements 
where little or no animal food is 
obtainable 1 

Of course, not every kind of fi- 
has equal value in this respect; th 
amount of nourishment varies with 
the species. Tlius, red-fleshed fish, 
such a3 salmon, are more nutritious 
than the white-fleshed, the latter, 
however, being more digestible 
Cod proves the exception to thin 
rule. The hotnrly and cheap her¬ 
ring, strange to any, possesses more 
nourishment than almost any other 
fish. 

FLABBY FI8H ARE STALE 

Not evory one is a good buyer of 
fish. Too many housekeepers trust 
»o implicitly to the dealer for se¬ 
lection that they cannot tell if a 
fish is fresh or stole. Yet really It 
Js not very difficult to acquire this 
knowledge. A fresh flab should fnel 
•tiff and rigid—flabbiness is a sure 
sign of stolonesr. The gills should 
be red and the eves bright und un-

vinegar and water. 

Nothing is mon disgusting to a 
careful housewife than a badly 
cleaned fish. Nowadays one usually 
buys thorn roadv cleaned; but even 
so, it is important to go over ih**m 
carefully before putting away. 
H'jidinfc'the fish by the head, scrape 
with a sharp knife to remove all 
scales, then either wash in cold wa¬ 
ter or wipe all over with a clean, 
damp cloth. It is a mistake to im¬ 
merse a fish very long in water, 
even for the purpose of cleaning, 
as it is apt to destroy the flavor. 

The aftcr-l eutment of the fish 
depends chiefly upon th© way it is 
to be cooked. Probably more peo¬ 
ple fail in boiling it tl au by uny 
other method. Always, if possible, 
use n fish kettle with a strainer, to 
avoid danger of breaking. The 
time-honored method of tying the 
fish in muslin and placing it on a 
plate at the bottom of a large ket¬ 
tle is, however, rot to be despised. 
Boil in as little water as possible, 
and except in the case of salmon, 
which requires boiling water, put th© 


fish into lukewarm water, as the 
high temperaturev tends to break the 
akin, and with cold water much of 
the flnvor is lost. 

The length of time for cooking 
varies with the weight of the fish. 
One can usually toll when it is 
done by the fleih separating from 
the bone. It can scarcely cook too 
slowly, however, and, after being 
brought to the boiling point, should 
simmer gently for the rest of tho 
time. On removing, strain care¬ 
fully, and keep covered until ready 
for use. If lemon juice or vine¬ 
gar is added to tho water iu which 
whitefish is cooked, tlie color is im¬ 
proved. 

Half the success of the boiled fish 
depends upon its dressing and serv¬ 
ing* Either a whit© cream snuoc, 
with hard-boiled eggs, or a Holland- 
nise sauce are the most popular. A 
parsley sauce, or one made of a good 
handful spinach or watercress, 
pounded and rubbed through a tine 
sieve, heated ow r the fire with three 
tablespoonfuls of cream, one des¬ 
sertspoonful of tarragon vinegar, 
yolks el two etrgs. salt and pepper 
until it is light and frethy, makes a 


pleasant change. 

Always serve a boiled fish in a 
folded napkin and garnish it with 
parsley, hard-boiled eggs or. if a lit¬ 
tle color is liked, with lobster coral. 

Broiled fish next to planked is 
probably the most'palatable way it 
can be served. There is r decided 
art, however, in broiling. The broil¬ 
er muat be absolutely clean and rub¬ 
bed with suet to prevent sticking; 
th© fire should be clear and bright, 
and the fish itself must b© wiped 
perfectly dry an 1 brushed over with 
oil or melted butter and well season¬ 
ed. To cook with tho necessary 
slowness it is well to raise the 
broiler on two bricks. If the fire is 
inclined to smoke, throw on a hand¬ 
ful of salt. 

PLANKING IN FAVOR 

F!ankcd fish ar© now in *ueh fa¬ 
vor that every aspiring housekeeper 
should own u plank. This should 
Ik? of hardwood about two inches 
thick, and either grooved or slightly 
hollowed in the centre to retain the 
juices, and furnished with clips' or 
wires to fasten tlie to it. The 
plank must be heated before using. 


^Vlule the ideal /ay to plank is be¬ 
fore an open fire, the upper grate of 
a very hot oven is a gool substi¬ 
tute. Planking is usually associat¬ 
ed with shad, hi t any good white- 
fleshed fish, as blue fish, whitefish or 
halibut, is equally good. 

Frying is acknowledged the least 
digestible way to cook fish. It can, 
however, he done deliciously if the 
fish is cither rolled in flour or clip¬ 
ped in well-seasoned »gg and bread 
crumbs and done in very hot fat. 
The temperature should be slightly 
lower than when cooking such 
things us croquettes, whose interior 
bus been previously prepared. Oil 
or cottolene is tie best medium for 
frying, as lard is very apt to taste. 

Besides these staple ways of pre¬ 
paring fish, delicious rechauffes, 
croquettes and salads may be made 
from left-overs. EscoHoped fish in 
little individual forms or shells are 
good either for n family lunch or ns 
a course at more formal affirm. It 
should always be served with sauce 
tnrtnre, or. nt least, with a rather 
ncul mayonnaise. 

Every one sin uld own some of 
the interesting fish moulds, which 


now are very inexpensive. Thes« 
give most attractive forms in which 
to preparo left-overs, or, iudecd, new 
creamed fishes. The 6auccs : n which 
the fish is prepared should always 
bo a little stiffer than when it is not 
to bo moulded. A very attract ve 
way to serve salmon, cdther fresh or 
canned, is in timbale moulds. It is 
also very artistic ns a course for a 
dinner when chopped, creamed and 
moulded in the shape of a huge 
curled fish and served on n lint plat¬ 
ter, covered with caper sauce and 
garnished with parsley and lemon. 

Various bisques and fish soups ar© 
excellent Lenten fare, and should be 
more generally used than they ore, 
ns should also fitdi salads, chowders 
nnd creams. We are not very \v 11 
acquainted in this country with the 
fish pies of which the English are 
an fond, hut they provide a quite de¬ 
licious way to utilize cold fish ad 
cold mashed potatoes. j 

Indeed, the vrvlety in fish faro is 
very marked, and gives small roaaon 
for complaint, should this «ca or 
freshr water food be a matter of 
daily, or even more frequent, oc¬ 
currence ou the family board.

Yet 
to this fastidious woman the habit was 
absolutely nauseating, autd, as she told 
me in her frank confession, it flimJly 
led to her being ashamed of him when 
they entertadned. It made her fsal, 
too, that if he could not show her th© 
courtesy of refraining from the prac¬ 
tice he did not really love herl Pe¬ 
culiarly a feminine line of reasoning, 
no doubt, but the domestic woman, th© 
protected woman, lives a round of 
small things, builds her happiness or 
her unhappiness on small things, and, 
strangely enough, will therefore over¬ 
look large things or sins in anyon© sh© 
loves. 

“Table rudeness in this man was 
overlooked by a certain class of peopl© 
who respected his business qualifica¬ 
tions and bowed to his financial power; 
but there were many who dined and 
supped at his board who could scarcely 
refrain from turning the4r heads aside 
when he Indulged in the practice be¬ 
tween courses.

The rest of th© family 
use the bread and butter dish, but fa- 
thec and son decide they won't bother 
with such new-fangled things and put 
their butter on dinner or tea plate. It 
all pounds very foolish, but at the bot¬ 
tom of Just such trifles lies much mar¬ 
ital unhappiness 

•To show how It starts, not always 
without some blame being attached to 
ihe mother, here Is an Instance: I was 
visiting in a well-ordered home recent¬ 
ly and the son was on a vacation from 
college. The mother had mad© a rule 
that all must dress for dinner, though 
their circumstances were by no means 
those of great wealth. The father came 
home early, so it was a small matter 
' for him to don his Tuxedo, but both of 
the girls held positions of truat and 
were often late. One stopped three aft¬ 
ernoons in each week to conduct a class 
for young girls at the Y. W. C. A. and 
the other was employed in a law offlee 
and both reached home with Just a few 
minutes to spare for dressing. Yet no 
matter how tired, those girls respected 
the mother's wishes and changed to 
light frocks, presenting well-dre«ed 
hair and a generally pleasing appear¬ 
ance. It was Just a little habit of ele¬ 
gance worth cultivating. How about 
the son? He slouched in Just before 
dinner from an hour at his old gym 
with some of his old friends, rushed 
Into the bathroom for a quick wash and 
sat among his well-dressed women folk 
In outing clothes. ‘He could easily have 
come home in time to dress, or sCl least 
to clean up properly, but selfishness 
and the fact that It was only his own 
people Influenced him to follow his own 
Inclinations. No doubt when Invited 
out to dinner he would dress. His 
mother excused his behavior on th© 
ground that he was home such a short 
time and needed rest! 

••A woman may forgive her husband 
for murdering a false friend, or rob¬

Post master General Meyer said to¬ 
day the department had made a thor¬ 
ough investigation of the situation, and 
13 a result It wat> found to be advisable 
to establish a new railway mall di¬ 
vision at New Orleans, but a leeorn- 
mendation has been submitted that an 
pninrged supervisory force In the rail¬ 
way mall service be employed at that 
point. A gread Improvement already 
has been made in the mail facilities 
of the city, he stated, by additional 
railway post-office services on a num¬ 
ber of trains and additional servlets 
are in contemplation. Action al**> la 
about to be taken that will facilitate 
the distribution of mail In the city of 
New Orleans. The failure of trains to 
run an schedule time cannot be con¬ 
trolled by tho department. It is be¬ 
lieved, however, that the Imposing of 
penalties will have the effect of im¬ 
proving the service. *

Because of the water surrounding 
the burned district. It was impossible 
for the fire apparatus to reach the 
scene. The firemen pressed into service 
all the boats that could be secured and 
carried the lines of hose to the burn¬ 
ing building by this means. They did 
heroic work and not only fought the 
fire, but assisted In rescuing many 
persons. 

The crow of a boat that was moored 
across the river from the building 
manned a yawi and rescued about 100 
persons. The men were offered all 
kinds of rewards and big sums of 
money for tho work they had done, but 
they refused to accept a cent. At times 
the big yawl was filled to overflowing, 
and It was with difficulty that the rlv- 
ormcn prevented the frantic Syrians 
from upsetting the craft. 

During tho progress of the fire the 
scene was most frightful. The screams 
for help of those in the buildings could 
be heard ns far as the steel bridge, a 
mile north, where thousands of persons, 
unable to lend any assistance, watched 
the blaze. 

The work of rescuing the bodies of 
those w'ho were drowned ha* been go¬ 
ing on all day. The current has been 
very swift, and the impression Is that 
more bodies will be recovered when the 
flood subsides. Had the drowned per¬ 
sons remained In their homes, none of 
them wx>uld have met death- The 
buildings^ occupied by the unfortunate 
victlmes were not touched by the 
flames. The explosion that started the 
Are is what terrified the people living 
in the vicinity. 

No sooner had the report of the ex¬ 
plosion occurred than people com¬ 
menced leaping from the windows into 
the water. Not all of those who met 
death were killed by Jumping Into the 
water. Five of them were drowned by 
the upsetting of a boat that was carry¬ 
ing them to a place of safety. 

The majority of the persons living in 
the vicinity of the wholesale drowning 
are Syrians and after tho fire they r »- 
fused to return to their homes. They 
aro being taken care of In the city hall 
and county Jail. There Is scarcely a 
family that did not lose a member and 
the survivors are frantic. A meeting of 
the Board of Trade was held this after¬ 
noon and full arrangements were made 
for succoring the flood sufferor*

Charges of pulUng the filly Notasulga, 
preferred against Jockey McIntyre, con¬ 
stituted the principal business of the Li¬ 
cense Committee of the American Turf 
Association. The case was continued, 
McIntyre remaining In good standing. 
Sara Palmer, under whoso ownership the 
fiUy ran. and Patrol Judge Lylio ex¬ 
plained the filly’s performance. Steople- 
ckase Jockey P. McAullffe and Jockey 
Obert were denied reinstatement. R. a 
Stebblns’ application for the reinstate¬ 
ment of the moie Coruscate, was also 
denJed. Stebblns owns Coruscate.

Hardly had Battling Nelson and his 
manager. Billy Nolan, quit England’s 
shores when the sporting writers over 
there started to work overtime on the 
anvil. Hammers which have been Idle 
for some time were brought out. and 
since the dust was removed from them 
there has been continuous ’'knocking.* 

Nolan and Nelson, according to some 
of tho papers, tried to tell the British 
ers that they knew nothing about tho 
boxing game. This hurt some, as will 
he noticed by tho following from tho 
London Sportsman: 

’’It is a pity that Americans when 
they com© to England cannot hear in 
mind that" they are not in America. 

••Rattling Nelson and his manager. Mr. 
Nolan, wore very well received in the 
old country, but they had not been long 
with us before both began to tell ua that 
we knew very Util© about boxing, or 
how to manage It; how our men should 
fight, etc., and why tho game is. as they 
suggest In such a bad way here. 

•‘Then the Dane’s manager fairly stag¬ 
gered us all by th© way In which he 
talked not only of thousands, but tens 
of thousands of pounds. 

“We stand a good deni In old England 
—plaved out old England, as our Yankee 
friends consider It—but we must like the 
worm, turn eventually. 

••The manager of the Dane, who must 
have forgotten that he has brought a 
beaten roan and not a champion, assures 
us that Nelson was robbed of his fight 
with GaJis. and he produced pictures to 
prove It. 

“I have seen these pictures, and after 
doing su I remarked that nothing was 
shown from the thirty-fourth round un¬ 
til the last, the forty-second, when Nel¬ 
son was disqualified for hitting Gans be¬ 
low the belt. m 

**n:» friends asserted that th© white 
man had the best of the fight, but re¬ 
ports from th© other side put ft dif¬ 
ferent complexion' on the affair.” 

Perhaps Nolan and Nelson did hurt the 
feelings of the sportsmen on the other 
side of the Atlantic. Nelson and Nolan 
are said to have remarked that British¬ 
ers know nothing about the boxing game. 
Perhaps, after all, there is a bit of truth 
In that, because England to-day only 
boosts of one champion in the m/rny 
classes which exist in pugilism. Jem 
Bowker Is the lad. and he defeated 
Frankte Nell, the American. The Eng¬ 
lish rules were ngnlnst Nell, and poniaps 
If they fought according to American 
customs, Frankie might beat the English¬ 
man. , .

By tho end of the week practically all 
the American Association teams will be 
at their training grounds to prepare for 
the opening of tho championship season. 
If the weather continues to moderate at 
the rate It has been doing the past two 
weeks, the teams will have ideal weather 
for getting In shape, and they will bo In 
better condition to start the season than 
for some years past. It will not be a 
case of having to wait two or three 
w’eeks after the season opens for the 
teams to get into proper form for the 
long campaign. The Association managers 
have been gradually getting their teams 
rounded out with recruits from the major 
leagues, and within a few weeks there 
will be few clubs which have not got 
their full quota of players. 

The Minneapolis, St. Paul. Milwaukee 
and Louisville clubs have been having a 
hard time getting the men they w’anted 
from the major leagues, but now they are 
in a position where they can go along 
without fear of being badly handicapped 
at the beginning of tho race. It would 
be very rash at this time to try and 
predict what club will win the pennant, 
as there have been so many changes In 
some of them that the dope may be 
switched entirely around. The teams 
which were weakest last year have been 
greatly strengthened this season, and the 
race should be one of the best in the 
history of the Association. 

• • • 

There may be several complications re¬ 
sult from the squabble between the West¬ 
ern League and the Western Association 
over the annexing of Topeka, which be¬ 
longs to the association, by the Western 
League. President O’Neill, of the West¬ 
ern Leaguo, avers that he entered into an 
agreement at Buffalo with President D. 
M. Shively, of the Western Association, 
and Secretary John Farrell, of the Na¬ 
tional Minors' Association, to pay $3,000 
for the Topeka rights. 

Later President Shively claimed that ! 
he had no such agreement, and he re- 1 
fused to agree to the transfer. In the 
meantime, President O'Neill went ahead 
with his plans and arranged to place both , 
Topeka and St. Joseph In the Western I 
League. Now President Shively says he 
will place a club In either Kansas City, 
Mo., or Kansas City, Kan. If he does, the 
two organizations wil practically be out¬ 
laws—the Western League for annexing 
Topeka without proper authority and tho 
association for Invading the protected 
rights of the American Association at 
Kahs ns City. 

Should such a state of affairs result, 
the chances are that the American Asso¬ 
ciation will side with the Western 
League and keep hands off all Its players; 
tn other words, protect them. This 1* 
natural, as George Tebeau. who owns the 
Kansas City and Louisville clubs, also has 
Denver. In the Western league, and C. 
8. Havener, of the Milwaukee club, also 
has un Interest at Des Moines In the 
Western Lecgue. This would no doubt 
Induce the Eastern League to keep hands 
off, for should they try to take West¬ 
ern League player* the American Asso- 1 
elation would probably retaliate by taking 
Eastern League men. The major leagues 
would doubtless Keep hands off entirely, 
for if they entered into the conflict the 
American Association would not hesitate 
to place a club In Chicago and start a 
general war. It would bo an easy mat¬ 
ter to moke it very costly all around, 
and the majors are not looking for It 
any more than the big minors. There 
may be some Interesting developments 
within tho next few week*.

DEMAREST IS A BILLIARD GENIUS. 


Unknown In Cue World Three Years Ago He Is Now 
Kecognized As the Most Promising Amateur. 


T WO years ngo a blonde youth of 
eighteen began to attract atten¬ 
tion among Chicago billlardlBta be- 
cauip of his natural ability to keep 
tlu? Ivories together for run* that much 
older plajer* could not duplicate. Ho did 
not appear to know much about the 
gnmo. but It was evident that he pos¬ 
sessed the Instinct of a billiard player. 

Tom Foley,- the “father of billiards," 
wn* one of the llrut to take note of the 
lad—-Calvin Demurest. Professor Perkins, 
it billiard Instructor, took Demarest in 
tow. mid In a few months the young man 
was, moro than holding up his end In 
Chicago tournament*. 

Before he flashed on the blltinrd world 
lictnareat had never spent much time 
walking around the green tabic. Unlike 
Hoppe gnd other youthful prodigies, he 
diii not develop until he wan nearly of 
a,. He never handled a cue until three 
>t*ars ago. . . 

Dcmarest’s rise has become tho talk of 
the billiard fraternity. Tom holey de¬ 
clare* that Demari'Rt cannot long remain 
i.n amateur, because be la rapidly out¬ 
stripping men In the class who have 
been playing tho game for years. 

1 1 in the belief of billiard men that 
1 1 *murest will rank with the great masters 
of the game ere long- From a winner of 
c'ass tournaments in Chicago, he de¬ 
veloped ninldly until now he Is considered 
Chicago** leading amateur. 

Ht* was entered In the amateur cham¬ 
pionship torn raiment last season, after he 
had demonstrated In practice matches that 
he was a better player than Charles Conk¬ 
lin, a Chicago man. who formerly held 
tiu- amateur title. 

Ho. in two years after he first began to 
handle a cue, Demaresu entered the big 
tournament at Chicago, ifnd finished third, 
lu.dnarllv ho would have been a good 
second, for Poggenburg and Gardner tied 
for tho load. 

bo much has the fair-haired boy 1m- 

r roved In the last year that billiard men 
•el certain that he will win the ama¬ 
teur tournament, which Is to be held this 
month. Unlike many young pla-crs, Dein- 


arest Is capable of good work In match 
games. 

Demarest played the most brilliant bil¬ 
liards ever credited to an amateur In Ids 
six-night practice match with Om Mom- 
ingstur last week. The amateur game is 
14 2 balk line. Demarest met Momlngstar 
at the champion's game—18.2 balk lino. 
The handicap provided that Mornlngstar 
must run 3.000 points to Demarcate 1.S00. 

Mornings tar was conceded to,have the 
best change, us he was more familiar with 
the game thnn Demarest. The New York 
man played gTeat billiards in th.s match, 
making a grand average of nearly 20. but 
Demurest won. The Chicago lad finished 
his string of 1,800 when Momltigntar'a 
score was 2,208. 

Tho young amateur registered a grand 
•Venice of 18 4-110, which was unusually 
*ood considering the style of game, espe¬ 
cially against a professional of champion¬ 
ship aspirations. In the final night of 
‘play Demarest averaged 21 t-14 Hi mads 
a run of 112 In his twelfth Innlnv and 
needed but five more to finish the contest 
when he missed a difficult draw shot. 

Several times Demarest made runs of 
more than 100. His grand average was 
much hotter than the figures of most of 
the competitors In the recent shortstop 
tournament. 

Ora Mornings tar said of Demarest: *T 
think he Is the corning champion. He 
showed great execution Tn Ids games with 
me. home claim the veteran amateurs 
too foxy for Demarest. but 1 don't 
think so. I tried him out In every way, 
and he mot each situation with the skill 
of a veteran." 

The national governing body of the 
game last we^k adopted a rule which es- 
a * r * n dnrd for amateurism In 
billiards. There Is no compromise with 
professionalism. The rule follows: 

“An amateur billiard player As one who 
has never competed In any/open-to-a 11 
contest, nor played for a purse or a di¬ 
vision of gate money, nor received pe¬ 
cuniary benefit In any way from such con- 
■ 

“One who has never, at any period of 
his life been proprietor of or employed 
In a billiard-room, nor ever taught or pur¬ 
sued billiards as a means of livelihood 
nor ever been engaged In the manufacture 
or salo of billiard tables.

DARKEST RUSSIA. 


CLo-ndon Tribune Dispatch from Moscow.] 

I have finished, for the present, my 
Journeying through the heart of the 
famine country. When 1 reach St. 
Petersburg to-morrow I shall have cov¬ 
ered about 1,200 miles. Of this distance 
the 400 miles from the new to the old 
Capital of the Empire Is a quick and 
comfortable passage; and the 4&0 miles 
due eastward from Moscow to the an¬ 
cient city of Kazan, though very- for 
from speedy or comfortable, judged by 
the standard of Western railway con¬ 
ditions, is still a relatively easy jour¬ 
ney. But the tour of 300 miles through 
the country districts of Kazan prov¬ 
ince, which was my real objective, was 
quite another affair; and when to the 
piteous spectacle of omnipresent hun¬ 
ger and spreading disease are added 
the dally discomfort of the rough coun¬ 
try sledge and the nightly dlscomfor* 
of the village log cabin, I can hardly 
wonder that so little Is known In the 
great cities of what Is passing In those 
dark and abandoned comers of the 
land. 

That, however. Is what has given my 
Investigation Its peculiar interest, and 
perhaps some small value. “Go to our 
Eastern provinces; you will see there 
real hunger, you will see some sides of 
our Russian life which the people of 
the Capital do not know, and cannot 
understand." So Prince Orbellanl, one 
of the leaders of the Zemstvo organiza¬ 
tion and of the Constitutional Demo¬ 
cratic party—and at the same time, 
oddly enough, of fashionable society In 
Moscow—said to me beforo 1 left. 

8o, Indeed, it proved. From the fact 
that Kazan Is, after Nljnl Novgorod, 
the most Important town In Eastern 
Russia, a considerable commercial and 
agricultural center with 200.000 Inhab¬ 
itants, and the capital of the Tartar 
population of the Empire, you might 
suppose that Its communications would 
be good and sufficient. You very soon 
find, however, that east of Moscow the 
Government has virtually forgotten Its 
hypothetical duties to its people. The 
line of 450 miles from Moscow follows 
a round-about mute, which In any oth¬ 
er country would at the worst occupy 
some twenty-five hours. Here, accord¬ 
ing to the time-table. It takes more 
than forty hours, but In practice many 
more. My train was ten hours late, but 
when I complained I was told I was a 
lucky man. that on the previous day 
the train had been twenty-six hours 
late, and this was by no means un¬ 
usual. 

That Is not all. No bridge exists 
across the Volga except at SIbran. on 
the Siberian line. Elsewhere the train 
lands the passenger on the wild shore 
of the Volga, without shelter, to await 
the sledge to carry him across the Ice¬ 
bound river. At some times the passage 
Is. as the Governor told me, very risky, 
and as costly as the whole Journey by 
rail from Moscow. A bridge was to 
have been built here In 1876. and the 
works were actually begun In 1903. The 
general opinion on the spot la that it 
may be built within twenty years Yet 
Kazan Itself is a beautiful city, newly 
rebuilt after the great fire of 1898; and 
scan from the top of Kreml, the old 
Tartar fortress, the view over the 
snow-covered roofs, the gilded domes 
of the churches, and the colored 
metchets and minarets, with the vast 
white plain and the Volga In the dis¬ 
tance. Is as fine a piece of Russian 
winter landscape as can be found. 

Across there, southward, lay my 
route. I have already briefly reported 
to you the conditions I found prevailing 
during my four-days’ drive through the 
district of Sviajsk. Thence I turned 
down the Volga to Tctlnshky, seventy 
miles south of Kazan. This small town 
Is the center of. perhaps, the worst of 
all the famine districts. In a Journey 
of 300 miles 1 found, with the exception 
of a few favorably situated villages, the 
whole population was suffering from 
hunger. At every point my arrival was 
the sign for a gathering of the peas¬

RIVER TELEGRAMS. 


Pittsburg, Pa., March 18.—[Speclal.J— 
Towboat and packet-llna operators are 
getting back Into shape quickly after the 
flood. Outside of the loss of the towboat 
Cruiser, when two men were drowmed, 
shipping Interests declare that their loss¬ 
es are slight. The Monon^ahola River 
Consolidated Coal and Coke Company will 
send out three tows of coal to-morrow, 
the Sam Brown. Jim Wood end Iron¬ 
sides. with seventeen pieces each. There 
was much coal In the harbor all during 
tho flood, but careful manipulation and 
strong hawsers kept the boats well fas¬ 
tened. More coal would be shipped, but 
there are no towboats available. The 
towboats that are down river am all tied 
up and unable to operate against the 
current. It will possibly be some time 
before the towboats are able to return 
home. Shipping Interests were noUfled 
to-day that the War Department had 
been requested to change the harbor line 
of the Ohio river In front of La Belle 
Ironworks, at Steubenville O. The iron 
company asks that the harbor line be set 
out nearly one hundred feet In the river 
for a distance of over a mile. River in¬ 
terests will fight the question hard be¬ 
fore Lieut. Col. W. T. Rossell. who will 
hold u hearing at Steubenville next 
month. River interests claim that La Belle 
Company has already filled in the river to 
the interference of navigation. A big 
pump, with 2.000.000 gallons capacity, was 
loaded on a flat at the ater-street 
wharf this afternoon to be taken to Mid¬ 
land to help the Midland Steel Com¬ 
pany keep the water out of their plant. 

Cincinnati, O.. March 16.—rSpecial.)— 
At 6 p. m. to-day the Ohio river at Cin¬ 
cinnati was 69 feet, and rising. The de¬ 
partures of packets to-day were: Lizzie 
Bay. for Madison, and City of Louisville, 
for Louisville. The packet due at this 
port Sunday Is the city of Cincinnati, 
from Louisville. All packet business will 
be suspended after Sunday, and there will 
bo no packets either up or down the 
river for the next few days at least. At 
Cincinnati to-day the river was rising at 
the rate of three and four Inches per 
hour, and according to river men the 
Htago will reach about 62 feet, after 
W'hfch the water will again begin to re¬ 
cede. There Is, however, to be one de¬ 
parture from this port Sundav. The 
City of Cincinnati will run an excursion. 
There w’lll be no Pittsburg or Green Line 
packets out of this port until further no¬ 
tice. Clear and warm.
